Our policy of encouraging the replacement of short staple cotton by 
medium and long staple cotton is steadily extending and the agenda 
of this meeting bears aluindant testimony to tins The events of last year 
have emphasised the visdom of this policy and there are gratifying signs 
that it is winning public recogmtion You w^ll aU remember the full- 
dress debate that took place at our last meeting on the comparative 
merits of lA and 1027 A.L F m South Gujerat A controversy that 
had been going on for over five years was finally settled so far as our 
Committee was conccnied by the decision that 1027 only was to be 
recognised The Sonsek Group of Co-operati\e Societies whicli had set 
their face against 1027 from the beginning ha\e m the current year 
taken 1027 seed m large quantities and ha\e come into the scheme of seed 
distribution we sanctioned in our Januar}’’ meeting and formed a seed 
gioup from amongst themselves I should like if I may, to pay a tribute 
to the finnness of the Indian Central Cotton Committee m this matter 
and to the admirable zeal of the Bombay Agricultural Department which 
have produced this successful result As a supplement to the 1027 
seed distribution scheme two schemes are before you for subsidismg 
efforts on the part of the Bombay and Baroda Departments of Agriculture 
to ehmmate Goghari from them respective areas 

The extension of the area under Yerum cotton m the Central Provinces 
is another step m the same direction At its last meetmg the Agricultural 
Besearch Sub-Committee asked the Central Provinces Department of 
Agricultiue to put up a seed scheme for a period of five years instead 
of the usual yearly request for assistance which had been the practice 
hitherto The Local Government have agreed to finance the scheme 
for this period by an annual recurrmg advance of two laldis of rupees 
On our part the Agncnltural Besearch Sub-Committee has recommended 
that we should assist what is partly a marketmg scheme and partly a 
seed scheme m order to ensure a reliable supply of pure seed and to the 
farmer a proper premium It has been locally ascertamed that the 
seed not sold througb the pools supervised by the Agricultural Depart- 
ment was practically aU adulterated and that the sellers did not obtain 
anything like the premium they would have got if they had sold through 
the pools The ments of the scheme are therefore obvious, 
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In the same connection I must invite your attention to the important 
proposal made by the Special Sub-Committee which you have appomted 
to deal with the question of developing wider marJcets for Indian cottons 
The Sub-Committee recommended that a compact area capable of 
growmg 300,000 acres of cotton should if possible be reserved for long 
staple cotton in the Barrage areas of Sind, The recommendation has 
been evammed with great o,arc and m full detail by the Chief Agricultural 
Officer m Smd whose consideied note is now before you An you will 
see he is in full sympathy with the underlj^ing objects of the Eesolution 
wbicb are to organise and control development of long staple cotton 
cultivation in the Barrage areas and the establishment and maintenance 
of a reputation for the punty and quabty of the Smd-American cotton 
crop among consumers both m India and abroad But he pomts out 
difficulties m the way of setting up a compact area of the nature proposed 
Of all places m India, Smd offers the greatest scope for the production 
of long staple cotton There is an assured demand for it and it could 
replace the bulk of the cottons now imported from Amenca and Africa 
for spinning finer counts. I am sure the question will receive your most 
careful attention. 

The problem of supplymg the demand both m India and abroad for 
pure, rehable staple cottons has brought to the front the old question 
of the licensmg of gms and presses As long ago as 1924 the Indian 
Central Cotton Committee recorded its opinion that this promded the 
only efiective solution of the evil of the mixmg of inferior cottons with 
the Pun]ab-American cotton The resolution however did not find 
favour and we tried other remedies which did not mvolve legislative 
action We set up a Special Sub-Committee to deal with malpractices 
but by 1933 it was clear that the Umit of voluntary action had been 
reached and that without a clause m the Cotton Gmnmg and Pressmg 
Pactories Act to provide for licensmg, the evil could not be met We 
accordingly re-aflSimed m August 1933 our resolution of 1924 and this 
IS imder the exammation of the Government of India Meanwhile 
events have been movmg fast A representation was received by our 
Committee m March of this year horn about forty leadmg cotton 
merchants and firms m Bombay drawmg attention to the mcreasmg 
malpractice of watering cotton and askmg for immediate legislative 
action About the same tune the Central Provmces Board of Agnculture 
pointed out that adulteration was depriving the grower of long staple 
cotton of the full benefit he was entitled to get m the shape of an enhanced 
premium and that this stood m the way of expansion and suggested 
the same remedy Representations to the same efiect followed from 
the Bombay Millowners’ Association and from the Bombay Chamber 
of Commerce Our Local Sub-Committee considered these documents 
and asked the Yice-President to hold a conference of the interests 
concerned and a resolution prepared by this conference drawmg attention 
to the “ dangerous ” mcrease m the evil of watermg of cotton and asking 
for immediate action m the mterests of Indian cotton is commg up 
before you for discussion.

Eeferruig to tlie three places to be fiUed by election on the Committee 
of the Board of Ducctors of the East India Cotton Association, the 
President said that the sitting members were Messrs N M Deshmukh, 
l\Iian Hurullah and Sardar Rao Bahadm B R Naik and that a ballot 
would be held if there were more than three members On the Vice- 
President proposmg the re-election of the three members and being 
seconded by Rao Bahadur G R Kotharc, the motion was earned 

Mr N M Deshmukh, dravmg attention to the scheme of hedge 
contract mentioned m his leport as haiung been placed before the East 
India Cotton Association, moved a resolution uigiug upon the Association 
the acceptance of the “ Quality Staple Contract ” introduced by him 
Explaining the need for this introduction, Mr Deshmukh recalled its 
inception at the instance of the Boaid of Control appomted m 1918 
to control prices Pnccs had smee gone down and the present position 
was that m spite of the Committee’s efiorts at mtroduction and develop- 
ment of vast areas of stapled cotton, the trade did not appreciate the 
importance of these new varieties The East India Cotton Association 
had received several complamts to the efiect that, under the present 
system, proper hedging facdities did not exist for improved cottons 
hke those produced by the Hiibli and Gadag Co-operative Cotton Sale 
Societies and that the growers suffered consequently In the cucum- 
stances, the creation of a new Hedge Contract for cotton of and longer 
staple was the only desuable alternative He had accordingly framed 
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a sclicmc called the “Quality Staple Contract” and placed it licfoic 
tire East India Cotton Association To foieatall the possibility of hs 
going the way of the Soirthcrns Contracts, he suggested that all cottons 
of I" staple which were at picscnt tcndcrnble under the Broach Contract 
should be taken out of the contract and put under the new contract 
His scheme was accepted b}' the Hedge Contracts Committee and was 
now before the Board of Directors JIis intention in moving the resolu- 
tion was to enlist the full support of the Committee in order to facilitate 
its smooth passage into the bye-laws of the Association 

Mian Nurullah, seconded the resolution 

Sardar Rao Bahadur B R Naik thought the new contract would be 
in the interest of the grower but wished to know from the trade members 
if the proposal was a practical one He was told that Navsari cotton 
which was was a check on Broach Conti act, but he did not mind 
Navsan cotton being made tcndcrablc under the new contract jirovided 
it did not prove a dead contract after once being created Mr CJunnhil 
B Mehta sard that there has been great divergence of opinion, as to the 
benefit to the growers, on this question of widening or narrowing of 
hedge contracts Tlrcre was no unanimity of opinion even among 
growers themselves and immense harm could be done to the grower by 
widemng a contract and making more growths tcndcrablc against it 
as buyers were reluctant to offer higher prices for a cotton which might 
b(r anythmg m a \ndc range of cottons tcndcrablc against the contract 
Widemng of contracts would therefore, only depress the cont.racts 
He felt sure that Mr Deshmukh’s resolution would be carefully con- 
sidered by the East India Cotton Association and that the purpose of 
the Committee could be served by sending them the discussion on the 
subject instead of a formal resolution 

Seth Saha'ilal Balabhai thought that the new rontiact was unworkable, 
as stapled cotton was mostly purchased direct from cotton growing 
centres Any new contract would benefit the growers only if it w as traded 
in 

Mr Ti avers declared that his mvn film sold only recently many 
thousands of bales of staple cotton at Rs 70 “ ON ” Broach, which was 
the basis of selling stapled cotton at present He did not think growers 
would benefit under the system of Hedge Contracts, except on occasions 
when there was no demand from consumers for staple cotton There 
was not enough staple cotton to meet even the demands of the Indian 
miUs and a hedge contract merely proved a gambhng medium of 
protection to the trade He had little doubt that the East India Cotton 
Association would protect the interest of the grower, in the event of 
a smtable suggestion going to them, but he did not think that contract 
could be so shaped as to benefit the growers Rao Bahadur Koihare 
too had his personal experience as a buyer of Verum cotton to make hun 
think that the proposal had better wait till more staple cotton was grown 
in India Seth Isserdas Vanndmal thought that as a general practice it 
was undesuable to have many contracts, and that long stapled cottons 
like 289E fetched a premium of Rs 3 to Rs 4 per maund for quahty 
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The Vicc-Prcsrdcnt thought that the discussion was raised for the benefit 
of the Boaid and General Body of the East India Cotton Association 
when tliey toolc up the proposal for considciatioii However it was 
sought to give up Bioach Contract in favour of the one now proposed, 
which was outside the coinjieteiice of the Committee which had no power 
of enforcing trading m it ain whcie In the cn cumstances, Mr Deshmukli 
had gone a little too far and was better advised to withdraw the resolution 
At the most, this resolution could be put forward if it uere a unanmious 
opinion of glowers, Init the present jiroposal repiesented the veision of 
only one side Tlie liiilk of tlic task of marketing cotton tlnoiigh its 
vaiious 1 icissitudc« dc^olved on a variety of agencies otliei than the 
gioueis and unless these people were satisfied, the acceptance of this 
lesolution was fraught with danger to the structuie of cotton maiketmg 
in India Tlie Broach Contract was rooted in yeais of tiadition and its 
relation to world cotton prices and trade conditions piovided a barometer 
Since 1918, the contract was progressively made to accommodate othci 
varieties of cotton and w'as used moie for hedging than for actual tenders 
He feared tliat as a consequence of this new contract making onl}'- staple 
cotton tenderable against it, prices would be thrown out of joint and it 
would not be advantageous to the giowcrs of cotton as a wdiole so long 
as the contract did not mehide a fair bulk of tlie average Indian crop 
He thouglit it tlierefore inadvisable that the Committee should be a paity 
to a measure of this land and urged Mr Deshmukli to withdraw' the 
resolution Sardar Poo Bahadur B R iVo?/, after hearing the opinion 
of the trade mcmbeis, uigcd Mi DeShmukh to withdiaw' his resolution 
and suggested that the discussion on the subject be sent to the East India 
Cotton A'isociation He declared that the success of measmos of this 
land depended on the co-operation of all the various agencies of the 
trade and m its absence no one stood to gam The Committee had no 
right to enforce a measure to which the tiade w'as aveise and unless 
they were able to convince the trade that the mcasuie w'as as much in 
their mterest as in the interest of the giow'crs, it was no use 
pressing further w'lth the measure He howevei piomised suppoi-t to 
Mr Deshmukli m the East India Cotton Association if he agieed to drop 
the matter from the Committee 

Mr Deshnnkh replying to ciiticisms maintained that the measure as 
formulated was mtended to accommodate only cottons of I" and above 
and not to piejudice the Broach Contiact, and as for the brokers w'ho 
were the principal party affected by it, he quoted a letter from the Bombay 
Cotton Biokers’ Association in favour of more contracts 

The Vice-President w'arned Mr Deshmukli against accepting the views 
of the Association indisciiminatel)' and referred him to the detads of the 
proposal m the East India Cotton Association Mr Deshmukh while 
mamtammg his case agreed to wuthdraw the resolution m view of the 
diffeiences of opinion

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Subject 9 — Licensing^ of gins and presses. 

The Vice-Piesidcnt clrinvjng attention to the resolution passed m 
August 1933 legarding the licensing of gins and presses submitted to 
the Government of India, observed that the malpractice of watering 
cotton was gi owing as vas evident from the requisition sent to the 
Committee by the trade in Bombay There was some difEerence of 
opinion on the question of licensing gins and presses but none on the 
question of stopping the evil Before moving the resolution at this 
full meetmg he had taken care to see that it reflected the general opimon 
of the vhole conununity concerned To that end, with the Local Sub- 
Committee's consent, he had .sought to enlist the assistance of the 
Picsidents of the iMillovncrs’ Associations of Bombay and Ahmedabad, 
the Bombay Chamber M Commerce, the Indian Merchants’ Chambei 
and the East India Cotton Association m diafting the resolution remmdiug 
the Government of India of the Committee's resolution of August 1933 
and draviug the attention of the Government to the dangeious mcrease 
in the evil of vatoiing cotton vhich called for immediate action m the 
intciest of Indian cotton Ue pointed out that unless the resolution 
of August ]933 was lescinded, the Committee was supposed to stand 
by it and bound to drav Government’s attention to it The e^’^l, he 
said, starting in Berar, Central Provmces and Khandesh, vas rapidly 
spreadmg Those vho had opposed the resolution of August 1933 
could not be supposed to be changing their attitude merely by supportmg 
the present resolution Sordar Pao Bahadur B B Naih seconded the 
resolution Bao Bahadur G B Kolhaic though sharmg their disgust 
at the evil vas against any legislative interference and, m view of the 
August 1933 resolution, thought the present resolution unnecessaiy 
The Vice-President stressed the need to elicit the views of the Govern- 
ment of India and said that meiely remmding the Government did not 
eomnnt individual members to the Committee’s vievs Bao Bahadui 
G B Kothare in leply said that the Committee should consider how 
legislation of the type would afiect the gins and presses He pomted 
out that the signatories to the requisition were themselves buyers of 
this cotton and could put a stop to the practice if they so willed He 
thought that the penalty attaching to malpractices m the ordmary 
course of busmess was enough deterrent He therefore suggested that 
instead of urgmg legislation, it would be better to consult big busmess- 
men to devise means to discourage the evd Mr Y G Deslipande also 
shared Bao Bahadur Kothare’s misgivmgs m regard to legislation and 
thought that the personal influence of the 'V^ice-President with the signa- 
tories nught be used to convmce them of the need foi endmg the evil 
Lala Shn Bam remarkmg on the inadequacy of the contemplated measure 
said that benefits from this evfl. practice would not be endurmg and 
would harm the mterests of the agriculturists through the discredited 
reputation of Indian cotton He urged all necessary steps on 
Government.

Ml Bint, refcrimg to the resolution passed by the Special Sub- 
committee set up for the puipose of finding videi maikcts foi Indian 
cottons, said that the resolution drew tlie attention of the Govcinment 
of Bombay to the uigcnt need of a proper cotton policy m Sind and the 
estabhshment of a compact block of 300,000 acres undei long-st-aple 
cotton Becallmg the cbscussion at the Karachi meetmg in Februar}' 
1933 and the viev of the Karachi cotton trade that Smd should grow 
no more than 200,000 bales of short-stapled cotton, he appreciated the 
wisdom of the advice from the trade which was now appaient in view 
of the shrinking demand for short-staple cotton On the othci hand 
the demand for staple cotton had incieased and the Indian mills, luiable 
to buy their requirements at home, weic inijiortmg laigc quantities of 
foieign cotton The examples set by other coiintiies like Amciica .vnd 
Egypt and even Rajjiqila nearei home to niaintaiii one variety were 
a suie guidance Givmg leasons foi lecommcnding for Smd a course 
which the Committee had not done for the Pimjab, he said that the Punjab 
growers had failed to maintain one puie variety of the highest quality 
from the very start The problems of 1934 weie qiute difiercnt from 
those of years ago Page 5 of Mr Jenkins’ note which gave figures of 
the respective acreage foi Ameiican and Desi cottons indicated that the 
Thar and Parkai District akeady mamtamed a large aiea under staple 
cotton and it would not be difficult to develop 300,000 acies of long-staple 
cotton in a compact block The problem of mixmg would not arise 
with the block of a nature suggested by the Committee Proper 
legislation after that devised m Bfadras could prevent mischief on the 
part of the mmority The supply of pure seed was an important question

Sclli Isserdas Vmindm/il drew the attention ol the (Jomnuttec to the 
case of Samrao Tahika where JDesi cotton was grown sale by side with 
Amencan and observed that cultivators grew v<inctics suited to the 
conditions of soil and climate, lie deprecated the idea of rcseiving 
blocks of particular vaiietics and said that what was unsuitable for 
the Punjab was equally so for Sind Tie feared that the result of 
following that policy would be to oust the small cultivators and favour 
big zammdars 

Mian Nwullah congratulating Mr Jenkins on the lucid note put 
before the Committee, icr ailed the recommendations of the Indian 
Cotton Committee of 191b regarding the vast jiossibility of growing 
long-staple cotton in Sind Mr Jenkins’ note graphic.illy illustrated 
this possibihty They had the assui.incc of a growong demand for staple 
cotton and conditions in Sind were diflcrcnt. from those of tlie Punjab 
wheic they were confronted with settled conditions The proximity 
of the Karaclu port was anothei advantage PefciTing lo i\Ii Jenkins’ 
suggestions contained in paragraph H), he suggested the flraujiig up of 
a scheme by the Cliicf Agricultural OlTicer in Rind in collaboration with 
the Publicity Officer of the Committee, I)} which big farms of 1 to lo 
thousand acres could be started and given to prn ate individuals for the 
production and distiibution of seed lie tlionglit that prnate farms 
commanded more popular interest than Government farms and with 
Co-operative Banks and Loan Societies with zamindars as shareholders 
he felt no doubt that the proposal would he a success 

ilfr Burt, in reply to a question from the Vice-President, said that 
the Bombay Government should be informed that tlic Committee fully 
endorsed the lesolution of the Sjiecml Sub-Committce Sardar Samipnran 
Singh, next spealong, pointed out that m the Pimjab tlie holdings were 
small whereas m the Barrage areas they were large and owned by sub- 
stantial mdividuals and the uniform nature of the Smd soil was moie 
suitable for long-staple cotton He disagieed wuth Mr Jenkins’ state- 
ment that Desi cotton should he assessed at an enlianced rate and 
suggested that m mew of its lessor need and low^ei prices it would be an 
injustice He, howevci, commended the icst of Mr Jenkins’ propot^als 

Mr Chumlal B Mehta, referring to paragraph 9 of Mi Jenkins’ note 
m which co-operation and possible coercion of grow'eis m the cultivation 
of a particular type of cotton was suggested as a means, declared that 
he could on no account advocate a measure which forced the hands 
of the cultivators to a particular vanet)-- without the option of measures 
against possible failures 

Khan Bahadur Sardar Habibullah denied any intention on the paii 
of the Special Sub-Committee to coerce farmers The proposals aimed 
at providing facilities to growers who wanted to sow long-staple cotton 
Prom his own experience he could mamtam that long-staple cotton 
could he extended m many places where it is new. Propaganda and 
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laduccmeut would help to achieve success in this ducction especially 
in the case of Sind where tracts w ere hcing newly opened up He thought 
]\[r Jenkins' suggestion verv valuable and if the Bombay Government 
adojited them and provided ecitain facilities the Committee’s object 
would be achieved 

Lola SJtri Ham, in view of feais expressed b}'- Seth Tsserdas Varmdmal, 
thought that the Bombaj' Goveiimient should be advised to take parti- 
cular care of the interests of small zaimndars and thought that the 
resolution on encouraging long-staph cotton should receive the whole- 
hearted support of everybody 

SefJi Isscrda<i Vorindmnl rcjomding said that he had nothing to say 
against long-staple cotton ns such but thought that the reservation of 
areas for particular cottons w'ould encroach on the freedom of the growers 

il/j Burl mo^^ng the resolution “ that the Indian Central Cotton 
Committee endorses the resolution of the Special Sub-Committee regarding 
the establishment of a compact block of long-staple cotton in Sind and 
approves generally of the proposals of the Chief Agricultural Officer 
in Sind ” made it clear that the Committee in formulatmg the proposal 
had m mind the mterests of the average cotton growers Referrmg to 
Jlr Chunilal B j\rehta’s suggestion about the iiudesirabihty of legrslative 
interference with the freedom of the growers, he pomted out that 
]\Ix Jenkins hod expressed his conviction of establishmg a block of 
long-staple cotton m Smd without anv further legislative action Neither 
was the Sub-Cominittee committed by its resolution to any particular 
method It had called for co-ordinated effort and had declared itself 
m favour of legislation only as an eventuahty The Committee had 
now onl}' to endorse the resolution and Mr Jenlans’ proposals It was 
seconded by Kkon Bahadur Sardar Uabjbidhh and carried unanimously

forecast and suggested that the practice followed m Ameiica, with 
good results, might be followed m India also The Piestde^U m reply 
said tllht the illiteracy of the Incbaii cultivators made a difEereuce from 
the American case where information was collected from the cultivators 
Mr. D N Mahta replying to Eao Bahadui G R Kotharc said that the 
distmction m the trade classification foi Indian cottons between C P 
Veiaim and Beiar Verum was made because of the former’s superiority 
m spuming quality due to differences in climate and soil The resolution 
proposed by the President and seconded by Seth Isserdas Vanndmal

Subject 19 — Schemes of the Committee — ReporC of the S 2 )ecial Meeting 
of Agricultural Research Suh-Gomnuttec 

Dr. Burns, referring to the Special Meeting of the Agricultural 
Research Sub-Committee, dv elt on its usefulness and said that the labours 
of similar previous Sub-Comrarttees and its own previous discussions m 
examining and overhaulmg its research policy should be a guide to the 
Committee agamst spendmg money unnecessarily on the same trials 
He, however, thought that in view of the fact that the Co mmi ttee 
examined and criticised each scheme at every stage, it should make its 
conclusions on the results with this in mind For instance, the Surat 
Physiological Scheme was started m the hope of mcreased yield by 
stoppmg sheddmg of buds, flowers and bolls Researches had shown, 
however, that shedding vas a normal life process m the plant But they 
had also added to our knowledge as to what caused sheddmg and the 
amount of mcidental loss Sumlai discoveries lelatmg to nourishment 
of plants at suitable times m the form of a suitable manure had also 
enabled us to determine how best to provide nourishment to ensure 
mcreased yield These results, though not of immediate practical value, 
were important He therefore proposed suitable amendment to the 
statement m the report relatmg to the results of the sehemes 
ilfr Hutchinson seconded the resolution Mr Richuids agreemg with 
the amendment said that the decisions taken at the Special Meetmg were 
not unammous and were based on the score of the immediate cash value 
of the results of the schemes to the grower From the scientific aspect, 
the schemes have yielded important results and were calculated to save 
unnecessary work for other workers. The Yice-Piesident in reply made 
it clear that the trade supported Cotton Cess m the hope of gettmg 
somethmg tangible done withm a measurable period "^atever the 
scientific value of results, the mam expenditure of the Committee must be 
on such work as would bear fruit withm a reasonable tune Khan 
Bahadur Sardar HabibuUah also shared the views of the Vice-President 
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and remarked tliat tlie general public mcluiling tlie growcis and tho 
trade were lookmg to ,tlie material results of tlic scliemes From the 
practical pomt of view very few scliemes could be said to have given good 
results and, Indore apart, tke Committee was not designed af a scientific 
body but was more mterested m productive results to the agncultiuiste. 
He therefore thought that a radical change m the system of grautmg 
schemes was called for The Vice-P resident did not, however, agree 
with the speaker m regardm’g the results as altogether disappbmtiiw 
The Committee had built up a good lecord duimg the last 13 years and 
though the practical results of its schemes had fallen short of expectations 
experience will guide m the direction of more practical undertakmg 
than has hitherto been the case. If members wanted more tune to study 
the report the subject could be placed on the agenda of the next meetmg 
He also mvited suggestions and criticisms from members Replymg 
to Mr. Richards’ suggestions he also agreed to circulatmg a resume 
of the discussion along hues suggested by Mr. Richards The President 
informedKhanBahadurSardar HabibuUah that the mmutes of the Special 
Meeting of the Agricultural Research Sub-Committee had been placed 
before the Agricultural Research Sub-Committee at its last meeting but 
objection was raised to its circulation, on the ground that the Vice- 
President at the Special Meeting had suggested that no record of formal 
mmutes need be kept Though the suggestion has not been endorsed 
by the President he agreed that the Vice-President’s remarks might have 
conveyed the impression that no formal mmutes would be recorded. 
The matter on bemg put to vote was earned accordmgly He also said 
that the amendment proposed would be placed before the next meetmg 
of the Indian Central Cotton Committee and Mr Richards’ request, as 
modified by the Vice-President, would be acceded to Mr. Ghunikil 
B. Mehta supported the postponement The Vice-President said that 
the full Committee had only to receive and adopt the report under 
consideration, subjeetto such fundamental amendments as the Committee 
might make He was anxious that members should have sufficient tune 
to consider the report and accordingly suggested further discussion of the 
subject. The President then proposed to take the several items one after 
another and began with Dr Burns’ amendment which was carried. 
Item Nos 1, 2, 3 and 4 were likewise accepted, When item No 6 came 
up for acceptance with a suggestion from Dr Bums that the Physiological 
Scheme also be mcluded m it, Mr Burt explamed that Dr McRae had 
visited Dharwar and Nagpur and after scrutmrzmg the mycological and 
entomological' schemes m progress had given his opmions The Sub- 
committee had probably inmmd that these schemes could be better dealt 
with by Umversities than by Agncultural Departments He therefore 
wished that the item 5 might express this idea more clearly Following 
hlr Richards’ views that “ scrutmy ” meant careful exammation of 
monetary value, Rufr suggested the addition of “from the economic 
aspect” after the word “scrutinized” Mr B S Pofrl suggested 

occasional visits by experts to the schemes to lay down better plans at 
the end of every 2 or 3 years Dr Burns proposed the deletion of item o 
'together. Mr Yegna Narayana Iyer thought that the theoretical aspect

organization and cqiiijiment Mr Bwhauh thought that the lepoit 
had better stand as it was and the Committee could make its own 
decisions separately, and replying to Mr Burt \s ho suggested amendment 
of the le^iort itself said he only wanted to emphasise the economic aspect 
of the schemes Mi Chunilnl B Mehta recalling the discussion at the 
Special Jlccting said that a particular scheme had merely dupbeated 
labour ns similar results had been obtained from another scheme 
Careful scrutiny would have avoided this erroi Mi D N Mahia 
pomted out that item 5 was agreed to by the Special ]\Iceting because the 
schemes sanctioned were found to have brought no results of immediate 
money value That, however, did not mean the scheme was a failuie 
though from the immediate economic aspect it apparently was The 
President’s proposal to delete item 5 was losl. The amendments vcie 
accordingly moved and the followmg decisions were arrived at — 

No 1 — All entomological, mycological and physiological schemes 
should be scrutinized more thoroughly from the economic pomt of 
view 

No 2 — Certain Indian Umversities and then constituent colleges 
are now better equipped than formerly for research work in these 
branches ui science and should be encouraged to take up problems 
bearmg on cotton cultivation as are adapted to their organization 
and equipment Item No 6 was carried as also the Sub-Committee’s 
findmgs on “ B ” seed distribution and extension The Pubbcity 
Department was to contmue at the expiry of its sanctioned period 
which was approved Referring to Mr Roberts’ two charges against 
the Committee that the Hyderabad State was treated very kmdly 
and that the Standing Finance Sub-Committee mismanaged its funds, 
the President said that the verdict of the Agricultural Research Sub- 
Committee on these pomts had to be endorsed by the full Committee 
The verdict was unanimously endorsed 

Subject 20 — Institute of Plant Industiy, Indoie — Future policy 

Refeirmg to his discussion with the Agent to the Governor-General 
m Central India and the Prime Minister, Indore State, m accordance 
with the wishes of the Committee, the Piesident said that they were not 
prepared to concede more than six seats to the Committee, as agamst the 
demand of the Committee for seven The Vice-President, recallmg the 
last discussion on the subject, sard that the Director’s residence to which 
the Committee was opposed was now a ‘fait accompU.’ The Indore 
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tangible scientific results sboiJd have been better appreciated, but be 
thought the proposed measure was too drastic He therefore suggested 
that these might be forwarded to the Govermng Body as suggekiions 
and that the final decision be taken on receipt of the views of the various 
States Mr Burt thought the figure of Es 86,000 too low m view of the 
enlarged programme which the Committee had accepted as satisfactory’’ 
He feared that the sudden cut in the grant rmght hamper research work 
111 \uew. however, of the Vice-President’s ivdlmgness to consider the 
granting of supplementary grants, he proposed the raising of the figure 
to Es 1,00 000 The proposal that representation on the Govermng 
Body should be according to contributions, he thought, was a sound one 
Mr. R}cliard<i declared that the effect of the reduction "ss'ould be cripplmg 
the work of the Institute and to dispense with a third of its staff was the 
only course open. He suggested the contmuation of the present arrange- 
' ment till the end of 1035-36 when tbe question of future grants rmght 
then be considered in the light of the actual expenditure m that year 
and results achieved under the new programme Mr MaJita suggested 
that grants might be made on condition that unspent balances m any 
year should be suiTcndered to the Committee Dr Bums shared 
i\Ir Burt’s fears regarding the effect of the reduction on the Institute’s 
work and recommended a higher figure The Vice-President replying 
to the debate assured Musahib-i-Khas Bahadur Kammgo that he had 
only the best way of sernng the Institute m view Eeplying to obj ections 
to ins figure, he said that he had no defimte basis for his figures and his 
only object vas to keep the Committee m close touch with the affairs 
of the Institute, than was the case hitherto Has resolution was no bar 
to supplementary grants and he laid stress that the Committee retamed 
the power on its purse He had no objection to add to the resolution 
a sentence expressmg the Committee’s readmess to consider supplemen- 
tary giants In view of the general agreement on parts 2 and 3 the 
Vice-President said he would put them to vote as items 1 and 2 
Mr. Hidclnnson had no objection to the accounts of the Institute bemg 
audited by the Auditor-General The Vice-President had no objection 
to certam minor amendments suggested by Mr Burt in paragraph 2 
of the resolution and the President moved a resolution with I\Ir Burt’s 
amendments as a substantive proposition — 

RESOLUTION' — “This Committee resolves that the Governing Body 

of the Institute of Plant Industry, Indore, be informed — 

(1) that the representation of the Indian Central Cotton Committee on 
the Governing Body each year should be in proportion to the contri- 
butions received in the preceding year from the Indian Central Cotton 
Committee and the States taking an interest in the Institute, 

(2) that the accounts of the Institute should be audited by the Auditor 
General ^s long as contributions from the Indian Central Cotton 
Committee continue, 

(3) that the Indian Central Cotton Committee will contribute to the 
Institute for a period of three years from 1935-36 a minimum sum of 
Rs. 85,000 per year for purposes of research work in cotton — tbe 
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programme for such work for each year fo be approved by the Indian 
Central Cotton Committee, The Committee will also be prepared to 
consider applications for supplementary grants for cotton research 
on the approved programme, if necessary.” 

Mt r G Deshpandc cxpiessed dLsagreement with the idea of 
incorporating in the resolution an}’- promise of further grants hut on the 
Presidcnl’s pointmg out that j\Ir Bm-t’s amendment was the substantive 
proposition before the house and on the Vice-President evplaining his 
reason foi acceptmg the amendment, i\Ir. Deshpande wathdrew his 
objection. The resolution as moved by the Vicc-Prendeni was put to 
vote and earned unanimously 

Subject 21 — Meeting of the Indian Central Cotton Committee at Indore 

In view of the fact that the Committee’s resolution of July 1928 was 
inconvement and impracticable, the President moved the following 
resolution — 

RESOLUTION — ” That the Resolution of the Committee passed at its 
meeting in July 1928 requiring a cold weather meeting to be held at 
Indore once in three years be rescinded. Meetings wDl be held at 
Indore as and when the Committee considers it desirable to do so.” 

This was seconded by Sardar Poo Bahadur Bhmbhai R Nail and 
carried unanimously Thereafter Sardar Sampuran Singh mvited the 
Committee to hold its next meetmg at LyaUpur 3Iian Nuridlah and 
Rao BaJiad ur 31 G Deshpande supported the mvitation, but the President 
thought that meetings outside Bombay caused a good deal of trouble m 
the past However the proposal was carried, il/r Ritchie cend Dr Burns 
dissenting. 

Subject 22 — Madras Pempheres and Physiohqieal Research Scheme — 
Reference from Special Bleeiinq of Agricultural Research 
Snb-CommiUec 

Mr Ramamnriy, with a view to enable the Committee to see the 
subject m its true perspective reviewed the history of the scheme from 
its mception'by the Madras Government smee 1925 As they failed to 
secure a suitable Physiologist and a Biochemist from abroad, two officers 
of the Madras Agricultural Department weie, with the approval of the 
Committee, selected for these posts and sent to England for training 
The Bio-Chemist returned from England a year ago Tlie scheme was 
re\’iewed m August 1933, when an extension of the scheme for 5 years 
w’as recommended by the Sectional Sub-Committee presided over bv 
j\Ir. Burt This obtained the sanction of the Government of India 
which was m due course conveyed to the JIadras Government 
Mr. Bamanathan’s suggestion for transferimg the work of physiology 
at Indore had obviously given rise to some nnsunderstandmg, which led 
Mr Burt to suggest the discontmuance of the scheme for the first tune 
m June last Despite Mr Bamanathan’s protest about misinterpreta- 
tion of his merely general comment on the desuabihty of fundamental 
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work on cotton physiology being taken up at Indore and hir Hutchinson’s 
support that physiological work on Cambodia cotton could not be 
undertaken at the Indore Institute, Mr Burt still found it necessary to 
suggest m his note to the Special Meetmg of the Agricultural Research 
Sub-Comnnttee that the other part of the scheme mz , the bio-chenucal 
basis of Pempheres resistance should contmue at Coimbatore, but he 
■nas prepared to drop that part of the scheme which was mainly a Madras 
problem, especially m view of the fact that the semor officers who would 
have guided the work verc not now available, Mr Ramamurty 
however assured the Committee that there was no question of droppmg 
the scheme nor vas the ]\radras Government findiug any difficulty m 
carrymg out the work at Coimbatore To cast an aspersion on the 
competence of the trained junior officers now employed on the scheme 
or on the Cotton Specialist vhosc vork had been appreciated by three 
successuc Directors of Agriculture vas a belated attempt J\Ir Rama- 
uathan had already satisfactoril}' answered all the questions raised at the 
meetmg The Comuuttec had a moral obhgation to see the scheme 
through after S years of consideration and to drop it now vould indicate 
that the Committee did not know their ovn rmnds — a fact which would 
lose them the confidence of Provincial Agricultural Departments and 
Local Governments, without whose help the Committee could not hope 
to function succcssfullj" The issue now before them was not to drop 
the scheme, because the icsults so far obtained were unsatisfactoiy, but 
how the piograimnc could be modified to achieve the objective in view 
Mr Burt at the outset made it clear that the scuioi officers he referred to 
were Dr Norris, Rao Bahadur Vishw’anath and Jlr Hilson w'ho were not 
now m Madras He fully appreciated the work of ]\Ir Ramanathan but 
strongly criticised the newl}" appomted Bio-chemist The Agricultural 
Research Sub-Committee recommended the discontinuance of the bio- 
chemical research on purely techmeal grounds that the results did not 
seem to justif}^ further work As the Cotton Specialist had now reported 
that ceriam strams of Cambodia were not more tolerant to Pempheres, 
it wmuld be sheer folly to w astc more money on it The Committee could 
not be expected to lax then limited icsources to the utmost hmit, 
nicspective of results olitained, as that would be a very heavy piicc to 
pay for the co-operation of the Piovuicial Agricultural Depaitmcnts 
The Special hlectmg of the Agricultural Research Sub-Committee had 
fearlessly reported on the merits of each scheme and he was of the opmion 
that physiological wmrk of defimte practical apphcation could be started 
at once Mi Richards said that at the special and the last meetmgs of

He suggested that the Provmcial Cotton Committee of the Central 
Provmces might meet moie frequently to discuss every new scheme and 
offer advice Mi CliuniJal B Mehta was of the opmion that local 
committees would be beneficial m that then members would bung to the 
notice of Directors of Agiiculture what tlie general pubhc, trade and the 
agriculturist thought about a particular proposal He was in favour of 
more time bemg allowed to the consideration of this subject so that it 
might be brought before the next meetmg Mi Mahta, as Secretary of the 
Central Promnees ProMncial Cotton Committee said that the numbers of 
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meetings depended entire)}' on tlic numlier of suitable sulijects to be 
discussed If no suggestion v. as received and tbc Department bad no 
important items on the agenda no meeting was held Eeferring to a 
remark made by a member that they might inspect and report on the 
w'ork done m the provmccs, he would hkc to enquire how often did 
j\Ir Deslipande take the trouble of paying a nsit to the Eesearch 
Laboratory and the Farm when he came 1o hTagpur Dr Biirm thought 
there were already sufficient Committees TJie Indian Central Cotton 
Committee amply fulfilled the object Seth Isserdas Varindmal had in mew 
The disagreement which the Committee had over a plirase m the findings 
of the Special Meetmg of the Agricultural Eesearch Sub-Committee under 
Subject 19 demonstrated how the difierent mterests even on the Indian 
Central Cotton Committee could differ. The Committee provided a 
common platfonn for the co-ordination of different m1 crests and any 
further division would lead to narrow provmciahsm The Presideni 
suggested that the first proposal of the appomtment of Provmcial 
Committees to supervise schemes might be referred to the Agncultural 
Eesearch Sub-Committee for report and the “second one pertammg to the 
presentmg of the budget be referred to the Standing Fmance Sub-Com- 
mittee for report Seth Isserdas Yarindnial said that the Smd Cotton 
Committee had full confidence m j\Ir Jenkins He only wished to 
pomt out that the Committee which controlled the purse could have its 
voice heard more effectively than the Smd Cotton Committee. Sardar 
Rao Bahadur B R Nail thought that the representatives of the trade 
and growers should know what was gomg on m their respective districts 
and although he knew that no local Government would allow another 
body to supervise the work of then agncultural department yet members 
should have the pnvilege of acquamtmg themselves with the’ Work done 
m then respective areas, just as members of Legislative Councils were 
entitled to local information, so that they may pass it on to the agri- 
culturist of the locahty. Mr. T. G Deshpaiidc took exception to the 
remarks of Sir Mahta and said that members could only be expected to 
give then views when called upon to do so and not suggest subjects 
to which Mr Maliia rephed that every opportimity was given at 
the Provmcial Cotton Committee’s meetmgs to discuss the schemes in 
progress and every scheme was put before the Provmcial Cotton 
Committee which met at least once a year 
The following resolution was proposed by the President, seconded by 
Mr Chumlal B Mehta and carried unanimously — 

RESOLUTION — “That the Report of the Standing Fmance Sub- 
committee be adopted.” 

“That the Revised Estimates for 1934-35, as now amended, be 
approved.” 

“ That the Budget for the pay of Government Officers for 1935-36 
be approved.” 

Subject 72. — Proposed inclusion of Pulgaon under 0 P No 1 tenderable 
places 

The President's suggestion was agreed to Mr N M Deshnulh 
stated that the agricifiturist^, cotton dealers and the Mumcipahty of 
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Piilgaon were losing fioni Es 50,000 io Es 80,000 anrmally as Pulgaon, 
unlike Wardlia, liad not. been recognised as a C P No 1 tenderable 
station, instead of a C P No 2 station as it now was 

As they were on tbe same side of tlie river Wardba, and the quality of 
tlie soil and tlie cotton grorwi tliorc vcrc about the same be saw no reason 
for differentiation but on appealing to tlie East India Cotton Association 
be was informed that Pulgaon cotion was mferior to that of Wardba 
To disprove this bebef be asked for samples from both places to be tested 
at tbe Tecbnological Laboratory but tlie East India Cotton Association 
relied on tbe valuation of graders and did not want tests at tbe 
Laboratory, even tliougli be pointed out from actual expenenee that tbe 
reports from tbe latter were more reliable than repoits from tlie former 
He tberefore moved tbe following resolution —

liao Baliadw G R Kolliarc seeondmg tlie lesolution said that tbe 
position was anomalous Pulgaon cotton was classed as C P No 2 while 
sold there, but when carted to Wardba it was classed as C P No 1 This 
resulted in tbe migration of a fair quantity of this cotton every year to 
Wardba l\Ir Desbmukli’s projrosal to decide tbe classification of 
Pulgaon on tbe results of Laboratory tests was a reasonable one and 
should be accepted bv the East India Cotton Association Mi Chumlal 
B Mehta said that tbe question was of marketmg and not of growmg 
and bad received tbe careful consideration of tbe East India 
Cotton Association Tbe trade thought tbe Wardba cotton superior to 
Pulgaon and paid bigber prices for it Laboratory tests were not always 
uniform and, on tbe contrary, tbe graders were sometimes able to judge 
cotton much better than tests at tbe Laboiatory The passmg of a 
resolution amounts to pressure bemg brought on tbe East India Cotton 
Association , it was enough if a copy of the discussion was sent to tbe 
Association for mformation Mi M D Williams agreed that the matter 
be left to tbe East India Cotton Association to deal vitb Mr Mahia 
eonfirming Mr Desbmukb’s statement regardmg tbe quabty of Pulgaon 
cotton said that though Pulgaon itself grew as good a cotton as any part of 
the Central Provmces, it was easily accessible to inferior Berar cotton and 
for thus reason was classed as C P No 2. Rao Bahadur M G Deshpande 
testified to tbe fact that tbe cotton grown at Pulgaon was as good as 
CP No 1, but the cotton carted from tbe other side of tbe river was 
however inferior Mi Ritchie explamed that it was because Berar 
cotton came to Pulgaon that Pulgaon was classed as C P No 2 even 
though tbe cotton grown on Pulgaon area was m reality C P No 1 
Rao Bahadur Koihare asked if as stated, Arvi being close to C P No 1 
area there was anytbmg to prevent Berar cotton bemg taken to Wardba 
to fetch a better price, and when such cotton from Arvi was taken to 
Wardba, tbe same passed as C P No 1 Mr N M Deshmukh fully 
agreed with tbe suggestion of Mr Cbunilal B Mehta and begged leave to 
withdraw bis resolution It was decided to send a copy of the discussion 
to tbe East India Cotton Association

Seth Isserdas Vai indmal complained that since last he ser\ cd on the 
Standards Sub-Committce, the Local Sub -Committee luul t hanged its 
constitution in such a way so as to exclude Karachi memhers Bhen 
Bombay cottons were to be considered He saw no reason w hv Bombay 
alone should have a hand in the prcpaitition of all standaids and not 
Karachi Mi C/mmfo? R. Mc/ka explamed that Bombay imlike Kaiachi 
was interested in all cottons and bad therefore to be on the Standards 
Sub-Committee when Sind and Pimjab cottons as well as other cottons 
were bemg dealt wuth The Indian Central Cotton Committee had met 
the requirements of Karachi by X)ro^^cbng representation for them when 
standards of cottons in which they traded w ere being prepai-ed . In i-cply 
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to Sotli Tsscid.is A^'anjuliiiarh lenurk tliat Kaiacln rojglit kc left alouc to 
pass its o^^^l standards, Mi Clnimlal B Mehta explained that the 
Standards Sub-Gominittce was set up by the Lidiau Central Cotton 
Committee and the Imperial Council of Agricultural Beseaich and not 
by the East India Cotton Association il/i Burl exjilamed that the 
reason the C^omnnitce tonic an interest in this matter was the diver- 
gence m the same standard prepared by Karachi and Bombay which the 
Committee nas to reconcile Two repiesentatnes each of the Karachi 
and East India Cotton Associat ions, with an independent member nomi- 
nated by the Iin])erial Count il of Agricultural Eesearch constituted the 
Standards Sub-Coinmittee I no senes of standards nere prepared in 
India, one at Bombav and the other at Karachi and it was mtended to 
secure uniformity As for a ie]wcsentat ion of the growers’ interest on 
tlie Standards Sub-Coimiuttee, tJie inattei iniglit be referred to the Siib- 
Coinnnttee althoiigli lie himself saw no need for it, for consideration as to 
whether the membership of the Sub-Coinmittec might not be limited to 
recoenmed associations Mi Tic/ici'- urged that as all Karachi cottons 
were dealt with imdci the rales of the East Indm Cotton Association it 
would be difficult to get it to accept standards which they had no hand 
in preparing Surely tlic East India Cotton jVssociation would not grudge 
Karachi haring i>ormanent rcjwescntation when the Karachi market 
Irecame larger The Y ice-P i csidcnt, referring to Seth Isserdas 
Yarindmal s contention why Karachi should be made to nmte Bombay 
lor the preparation of Karaclu standards, when the latter did not inrrte 
the former for the preparation of Bombay standards pointed out that 
Karachi had of its ow n accord sought Bombav s help m the prepara- 
tion of its ow n standards for Sind , Pimjali and Bengal cottons Further, 
Bombay had been pieparmg standards long before Karachi had any 
The idea was not to set up competition between the two centres but to 
utilise local expert I'liow ledge in the juepaiation of standards In the 
case of Sind cottons, icprcscntatnes of the Kaiachi and Bombay associa- 
tions would meet But in the case of, say, Bcrar or Cential Pioviuces 
cotton the Local Sub-Connnittec decided only Bombay and one or two 
growers and one jierraancnfc local middleman uommated on the recom- 
mendation of the Director of Agiiculture would be called upon to ha-\e 
a hand m the matter While welcoming any defimte constructive 
proposals, he advised Seth Isseidas Varindmal to fundamentally re\nsc 
his ideas of universal standards Mi Tioveis thought a middleman 
and a grower w ould serve the purpose better than tw'’o growers Mi Y G 
Deshpande supported the Local Sub-Committee’s recommendations , 
common standards foi the whole of Lidia w ere reall}'- beneficial and on 
that score must be chcci fully accepted by all 

The foUovnng resolution proposed by the Piesident and seconded by 
Mi Ghnmlal B Mehta w^as carried —

tbe Government of Incha would natiually desire to see that the scheme 
was self-supportmg as at Bombay. Tlie President confirmed the views 
of the pre^^ous speaker and thought their case too weak to make any 
impression on the Government at present Mr Y Q Deshpande said 
that Indian mills sliould make gi eater use of Indian long staple cotton, 
in view of tlic efforts tliat arc licing made to grow it m Smd and elsewhere. 

Subject 81 — Giant nf honoiaimm for pieparatioii of Indices of Minnies 
of the Committee and its Sub-Commitiees 

The Piesidcnt proposed the following resolution; —

Subject 85 — Bi oadcasling'\ of Commeicial News on cotton 

Ml N M Deshmvlch moving the followmg resolution deplored the 
discontmuance of commercial news which the Bombay Broadcastmg 
Station had hitherto transmitted and which Was of great value to the 
agriculturist m the up-country He appealed to the Indian Central 
Cotton Committee to .support the East India Cotton Association’s 
representation on this matter — 

RESOLUTION — “ That the Indian Central Cotton Committee requests the 
Government of India to resume the broadcasting of all commercial news 
connected with cotton in the mornings particularly through the Bombay 
Radio Station.”

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7?«o Bahadur Kofhare wnnl^'d to know liow in llio alinonco o' broad- 
casting could Rule 86 of tlie Central Provinces Cotton Market Aft be 
expected to function, in the absence of previous day’s closing rates ? 
Mmn Nurullah deprecated tlie action of the Government of India 
especially at the time when the Punjab Government was launching a 
campaign of broadcasting the latest market news to villages The 
Vice-President stressed the importance of broadcasting in India for the 
dissemmation of important items of news, such as cotton news It 
showed in a bad light the motives of the Government of India which 
were apparently merely for a new source of revenue Briefly stated the 
action of the Government amoimted to this They had discontmued the 
broadcasting owing to the loss of revenue to the Telegraph Department 
from various mterests who used to get the news b)'’ telegrams 
from Bombay The same department which was amassmg crores of 
rupees from postal, telephone and telegram charges could hardly be 
justified m curtaihng broadcasting because of a slight loss m telegraph 
revenues. Apparently the Government had not considered the amount 
of loss on experiments meurred by Bombay mvestors before they took 
it over and simply looked upon it as a moncy-malong machme He 
insisted that nuddle class up-country merchants and zamindars owned 
sets mainly for the purpose of gettmg cotton prices He was strongly of 
the opmion that commercial quotations ranked first before any other 
news on the radio programme He knew of cases when important 
telegrams were delayed by subordmate servants of the Telegraph Depart- 
ment for gratuities on Diwali days He urged the President to appraise 
the authorities at Simla of the urgent need for the restoration of the 
broadcastmg system ilfr M D Williams .supported the proposal 
from his experience of the usefulness of broadcastmg commeicial news 
m the Punjab and advocated the broadcastmg of Karachi prices along 
with Bombay pnees, as this would be of great scr\ace to cotton mterests 
of that provmce Messrs Plummer and Isserdas Vanndmal supported 
the resolution Sardar Sampuran Singh was also of the same opmion 
and stigmatised the Government’s action for revenue purposes as a petty 
one Mr Chumlal B Mehta pomted out that telegrams were undepend- 
able as they were often received too late to be of use Messrs Sahmath 
and B S Patel likewise testified to the eagerness of the farmers to get 
the latest radio news before they sold then cotton Mr Y G Deshpandc 
stressed the importance of radio commercial news to villages cut off from 
telegraph communication and to the general scheme of %Tllage uphft 
Dr Burns stated that m his annual report this year he had dehberately 
drawn the attention of the Government of Bombay to the usefulness of 
radio Mr Ritchie was also m favour of broadcastmg and would hke 
to see receivmg sets m all the Central Provmces markets Sardar Rao 
Bahadur Bhindihai R Naih thought that broadcastmg would save the 
Indian peasantry from exploitation by middlemen and he failed to 
understand such action from a Government who pretended to be then 
well-wishers The action of the Government, he thought, jeopardized the 
interest of the cultivator who was ensured fair prices for his cotton by 
the daily pubhcation of central market prices. Mr. Nizam-ud Din Eyder 
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like'vnsc urged the restoration of the radio system, especially in 
view of the Hyderabad Goverunieut ha\ing m contemplation a broad- 
castmg scheme for rural uplift work Mr Sane from his own experience 
of Aullaces in the Baroda State was convinced that broadcastmg sets 
were mainly used for conmiercial news vuthout which these sets were 
considered to be of little use 

Subject SO — Proposed new Agricultural Bcscaicli Schemes — Plant Puller 
Piopaqanda Scheme in Baroda 

The Report of the Agricultural Research Sub-Committee, appro\ung 
m general the scheme but suggesting that the pay of the Graduate 
Assistants should not exceed Rs 70 per mensem and that after the first 
year of mtensive propaganda a large number of Kamgais be employed 
instead of the more expensive ficldmen and recommenduig the adop- 
tion of the 'scheme at an estimated total cost of Rs 9,380 for two years, 
was adopted 

Subject 87 — Proposed new Seed Distribution and Extension Schemes — 
Scheme for the marheting of Verum cotton 

The Report of the Agricultural Research Sub-Committee recommend- 
mg an additional grant of Rs 1 35,022 spread over a period of 5 years 
and 2 months m addition to the grant alread}' made at the last meetmg 
of the Committee was adopted 


The President thanked the members for the courtesy and patience and 
the ex'treme good\vTll shown to him which had enabled the Committee to 
get through the heaviest agenda they ever had m record time 

Sardar Pao Bahadui BJnmhhai B Naih proposed a very hearty vote of 
thanks to the President

The Kesolution of tlic Sireinl Sub Committee of the Indian Central Cotton Committee 
runs as under — 

“ In view of the danger to uhich cotton glowers 111 India would be ovposcd should 
a further increase take place in the production of short staple dc-n cotton in Sind, and 
of the urgency of cncouracniig the production of long staple cotton in all staple tracts 
in India, the Conimitlcc is convinced that steps should be taken without delay to 
establish a compact block of long staple cotton in the Barrage areas of Sind This 
calls for co ordinalcd oCorl including Icgielatiou, if ncccssatv, mtcnsi\c seed supply 
organization and an improved marketing organization suitable to local conditions 
A special effort should a ho bo made to improio commuuicntions and ginning factorj^ 
facilities in tho selected block as quickly as possible This block should be large 
enough to produce 300,000 acres of cotton annuallj when fully developed The Com- 
mittee rosiiect fully urges the Goicrnment of Bombay to take immediate action to this 
end before such problems, ns miving, become serious and while conditions are still 
fa^ournble ” 


Agreement uitf objects of the Ihsohttion 

1 I am in entire agreement with the underlying objects of tho Resolution passed bj^ 
the Special Sub Committee which arc tho organi'^cd and controlled development of long 
staple cotton cultivation in tho Barrage areas and tho establishment and maintenance of 
a sound icjiulu'ion for purity, quality and rcgulantr of tho Sind-Amencan cotton crop 
among con'umors both in India and abroad 

Factors affecting policy of cotton deiclopmenl tn Sind 

2 Ror tbe reasons bnofly outlined below, the further policy of cotton deiolopment 
ind ovtensionin Sind must be in llie direction of increasing tbe cultivation of long staple 
( \mcrjcan and Egyptian) varieties of cotton and of tbe organised marketing of lliesc 
superior quality types in a pnro and nnmivcd condition —

It is therefore obvious that the development of cotton cultivation m this tract has 
considerably exceeded the rate of forecasted development The total cultivable area on 
the Eastern Nara Canal Systems is 1,966,700 acres and the irrigation supply m the khartf 
season is only available for 27 per cent of this area, i o , for 628,300 acres At a 
maximum estimate, after allowong for necessaiy fodder crops, nee cultivation, fallows 
and uncultivated holdmgs, not more than two-thirds of this area, i e , 362,200 acres, 
can possibly bo cultivated w ith cotton w'hich is only about 60,000 acres more than last 
year’s acreage This shows that the full development of the cotton area in this tract has 
already been practically reached

8 Accordingly, in order to give effect to the Resolution of the Special Sub Committee 
so far as the area of the compact “ block ” to be established under long staple cotton 
cultivation is concerned, it -wnll be necessary to arrange for the whole of the Thar Parkar 
district, 1 e , the areas imgated by the Northern and Southern Jamrao, the Mithrao and 
the Khipro Canal Systems to he set aside and reserved for long staple cotton cultivation 
only and to prevent “ by legislation, if necessary ”, the cultivation of short staple cotton 
in this selected area

ItlS.OOO acres of cotton cultivation annunll}', could, I believe, bo entirely restricted to the 
cultnation of long staple Amoncnn and Egyptian cottons to the ultimate benefit and 
profit of the cotton-grovers of that tract and without any serious dislocation of normal 
agricultural jiracticc A skctch^indicatmg the area referred to is appended to this note 
At present and until a higher general standard of cultivation is reached, I do not think 
that similar action could be taken in any other part of the cotton-growing tracts of 
bind — with the possible exception of the non cotton area on the Eight Bank — without 
mllicting undue liardship on the cotton-growers 

Lcgishhon to ensure staple cotton cultnatwn tn a selected area 

IJ Turning to the maclimery v hereby the cultivation of scheduled vaneties of 
cotton only can bo established in a selected area, the Ecsolution of the Special Sub- 
Goinmit tec suggests that this should bo done “by legislation, if necessary” In my 
opinion, such rest rictnc legislation should bo resorted to after all other methods of 
nchicMiig the desired object haic faded ns its enforcement uould not only^ antagonise 
public opinion but Mould nccc'-sitatc additional inspcctmg staffs, etc , and would open 
the door to abuses and hardslups Tlio Eajpipla State has legislated to prevent the 
cultivation of any tyj>c of cotton other than 1027 A LF within the Stale boundaries 
but Indian Slates liaic particular advantages in the enforcement of such restrictuc 
legislation The Cotton 'lYaiisport Act, which preicnts the entry of short stapled cotton 
into scheduled long stapled areas, is m force in soaeral cotton-growing tracts of India In 
bind, how o^ er, the nb’enco of natural boundaries, c g , rivers round the cotton-gromng 
areas, and the luck of regular routes of communication would make the enforcement of 
the provisions of a Transport Act both diflicultand costly. 

The Madras Cotton Control Act, 1932 

11 Thcie remains the Itladras Cotton Control Act, 1932, which was obinously in tho 
minds of the Special Sub Committee when framing tho Resolution This Act prohibits, 
under penalty, the cultivation or the possession of “ Pulichai ” cotton, an inferior short 
staple desht caricty, in tho iladras Presidency It should bo noted that this Act docs not 
prescribe that any variety of cotton should be groan but is framed with tho object of 
stamping out one very inferior lariety only 1 do not tbmk that a similar Act could bo 
enforced in a protected area in Smd, especially in regard to such clauses as prohibit tho 
possession of, handling of, or trading in, tho short stapled variety If such n reserved 
area for long staple cotton cultivation is prescribed in tho Barrage areas, it will, in my 
opinion, be impossible, to prohibit entirely the entrance of short staple cotton into such 
an area for ginning and pressing and, ns suggested in paragraph IG seq below, other 
methods of reducing the risk of fraudulent mixing in fact ones w ill require to bo considered 
A modification of the hladras Act to jircvcnt the ci/Z/itotion of short staple cotton within 
tho i-cscrcod area might bo examined in view of the possibility that other non-lcgislativo 
measures for tins purpose may subsequently bo found to bo ineffective 

II tU legislation for staple cotton growing be necessary in Sind ? 

If) But will legislation to ensure tho cultication of long staple lariotios only in tho 
area mentioned in paragraph 12 aboic bo necessary ? In that portion of tho Thar 
r.irkar district, t c , south of tho Jodhpur Railway Ime, American cotton alrcadv forms 
tho greater bulk of the cotton crop 'ilio cull nation of mixtures of American and desht 
lotloiih in tho fields is practically unknown and, on account of certain agricultural 
advantages, c g , suitability for early" sowing, shorter period of growth, etc , the cultiva- 
tion of American staple types is becoming increasingly popular with the growers. 

Suggested measures to ensure a “ blocL ” of staple cotton cultivation tn Stnd 

10 From tho agrioultural stand-point, I consider that tho establishment of a 
“ block” of long staple cotton oultnation in tho area of tho Thar Parkar district men- 
tioned in paragrajih 12 above, could bo successfully achieved within a short period of 
time if action is taken in the directions suggested below — 

(o) Tho organisation of adequate arrangements for tho supply of sowing seed of 
tho desired variety or varieties to tho cotton-grow ers wathin tho “ block ” at 
reasonable rates or, to commenco with, on credit sales This subject is dealt 
w'lth more fully in paragraphs 19 and 20 below

10. Tho Special Sub Comnultec’s Ecsolution contains a reference to “ intensive seed 
supply organization ” in connection inth the estabbshmonfc of a block of long staple 
cotton in the Barrage areas of Sind I apoo entirely that such an organisation is essenfaal 
and that the success of tho scheme iviIJ largely depend upon its efBcient -working In 
this connection, tho Agricullural Department m Smd’s seed multipbcation scheme for 
improved cotton varieties which is now m its third 3 ’car — contemplates the provision of 
seed of improved staple cotton varieties for a total acreage of 160,000 acres m tho fifth 
year I would bo prepared to arrange to concentrate tho entire distribution of this seed 
in tho “reserved area ” Tho bulk of this seed will ha-vo to bo gi-ven out to the 
cultii-ators on “ credit sale ” or paid for b 3 ' “ taccavi ” advances which should be liberally 
gi-vcn for this purpose m tho long staple “ block 

Other methods of improving seed supply 

20 In addition, I have to suggest that tho introduction of a sjatem of “ certification ” 
1)3 tho Agricultural Department of seed-gro-wors and ginneries who are prepared to issue 
on sale “ certified ” pure seed of tho scheduled long staple varieties to cotton-growers 
withm tho “ reserved area Tho establishment of “ co operative seed societies ” which is 
at present rcceivmg the attention of tho Smd Central Co-operative Bank, the Bombay 
Central Co-operative Institute, Smd Branch, and tho Co-operative Department m Smd 
should be encouraged and accelerated, especially m tho areas selected for the "commrmity” 
cotton gro-wmg of staple varieties The re establishment and re openmg of the exiEtmg 
Government gmnmg factory at Mirpurkhas, as proposed m tho scheme for the develop- 
ment of agricultural engmeermg m Smd, subimtted to Government tmder my office letter 
No. 164 of 1033, dated 2Gth July 1933, would facibtate and mtensify the efforts of the 
Department m pro-vidmg good seed of impro-ved cotton -varieties to gro-wers in the 
“reserved ” area I would also urgo tho necessity for tho early appomtment of a qualified 
and c3q«nonccd Agricultural Engmccr, as proposed m tho same scheme, as tho advice and 
assistance of such an officer m cormection with the control and supervision of gmnenes, 
distribution and storage of so-wmg seed, etc , would be mvalnablo m cormection -with tho 
“ reserved ” area scheme The cultivation of long staple cotton -vaneties, other than 
those prescribed by schedule for cultivation in the “ reserved ” area should only be 
^icrmissiblo on certificate issued by the Agricultural Department m Smd This will 
prevent tho mtroduction of other long staple varieties from different provmccs and -will 
assist m mamtammg tho regulant 3 ’ and overmess of tho crop m tho “ reserved ” area which 
factors are of considerable importance and -value to consumers 

• Importance of organised marketing 

21 When such schemes for the “ community ” gro-wmg of ono or more impro-ved 
\aricl 3 of crop is under consideration, tho dogma that “the cultivator must be allowed to 
grow what pays lum best” is certain to be advanced I firmly believe — and ob-viously 
the Special Sub Committee of tho Central Cotton Committee belio-ve — that, under 
organised production and orgamsed marketmg tho cultivation of long staple cotton m the 
Barrage areas of Smd must ultimately give tho best returns to tho cotton-grower The 
importance of organised marketmg cannot bo over ompliasized ns, under ousting con- 
ditions in tho Barrage ureas, where tho majority of cultivators are obbged, by force of 
circumstance, to soil their crops in tho form of Japas to tho gmner or his district agent, 
the cultication of staple cotton has little, if any, advantage over tho cultivation of desht 
cotton Tho premium offered to tho grower of staple cotton for his produce under such 
a system of sale bea-rs a qmte inadequate relation to tho intnnsio value of the staple 
cotton over tho short staple varieties when translated into Imt prices In tho Barrage 
areas, under existing conditions of zamxndan cultivation, deshi cotton averages higher 
3 uclds than the American varieties, and unless the grower of tho latter, t e , Amencan 
t 3 qxjs, can obtain a reasonable premium for quality, it would not only bo unreasonable 
but unjustifiable to endeavour to compel him to restrict his cultivation to the staple 
cotton larioties This reasonable premium can only bo obtamed by improvement and 
orgamzation of tho marketing of staple cotton m Smd 

Means of improvement of cotton markjeXing 

22 In 1927-28, an mvestigation into tho marketmg and finance of cultivators’ cotton 
in Smd was earned out under tho auspices of the Indian Central Cotton Committee which 
revealed the fact that practically all tho Smd cotton crop -was sold m the villages to agents 
of neighhourmg gmnenes The Central Cotton Committee urged that Co-oporative 
Sale Societies should bo formed to provide the growers -with a better outlet for their 
produce. I consider that such a step is essential m conjunction with tho establishment 
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of a “loHoivotl aioft ” for sltiplo cotton cultivation. 'J’lic irKrcasc of "ininjif' facilitiCB, 
whicli IB rapidly taking place in the liarrogo areas, will tend to increased compotition and 
earlier disposal oi the crop. Further improvement in marketing "will result from (o) the 
introduction of sales of “ mark ’’ or “ brand ” bales (reference paragraph 1 8 above), [b] 
the establishment of auction sales of cotton produced in the “ reserved ” area, and (c) 
the extension of a system of lint sales among Ihe growers Those matters have already 
been dealt with briefly in this note I have only to suggest further that the 
largo potential consumers of Sind-American cotton would benefit — and would assist in 
accelerating theinci-easo of pure staple cotton cultivation in the Barrage areas — by the 
cBtahhshment of a diiect purchasing agency in the “ reserved ” area and the association 
of such an agency with oo-oporativo organisations of growers, e g , cotton sale societios, 
and with soleotod ginning faotones 

' Oommuntcaltona and gtnntng faciory facthtiea. 

23. Fmally, the Resolution of tho , Special Sub-Committee contains a roforonoo to 
improvement of commumcations and ginning factoiy facilities in the “ reserved ” area 
The first of these problems is already receiving the attention of Govemniont and I have 
only to suggest that, w'hen a scheme for road development lias been draw’n up and 
finances for such work provided, the “ reserved ” area of 'J'har Parkar district south of 
tho Jodhpur Railway line should rccoiio priority in such improvement of communica- 
tions as may be undertaken With regard to ginning factory facilities, the bulk of now 
factory construction within tho past tw o years has talcen place within tho boimdarics 
of the " reserved ” area and I do not consider tliat any special action is needed to 
stimulate further development in this diicction at present On the other hand, it is 
essential that the future construction of factories in this aica should bo carefully 
regulated to correspond with actual requirements othorw iso a situation may anso which 
wdl be detrimental to the beat interests of tho growers 

Suggested adxon to he taken 

24 In conclusion, I bog to suggest that tho undemoted action might lie taken, if 
a2)proved, on the Resolution of the Special Sub Committee — 

(а) A copy of this note— or an abstract of tho mam pomts dealt with thorem — 
may be referred to the Special Sub-Committco for consideration and 
opmion I have recently been appomted a member of this Sub Committee 
and would attend to explam or amplify any of the pomts under consideration 
The Special Sub-Committee should bo asked to adviso m more detail on the 
methods they have to suggest for givmg effect to tho terms of their Resolntign. 

(б) The Resolution (and, if considered necessary) a copy of this note should bo 

referred to tho Smd Cotton Committee for opmion The next meeting of 
this Committee will take place in June 1034 

(c) A copy of this note may be sent to the CoUeotor of Thar Parkar district and to 

tho Chief Engmeer m Smd for opinion 

(d) A reference should bo made to the Indian Central Cotton Committee on tho 

pomt raised m paragraph 10 of this note 

(e) The Remembrancer for Legal Affairs may bo consulted with reference to tho 

possibility of tho application of a modified form of tho Madras Cotton Control 
Act (1932) to prohibit the cultivation of deshi cotton in tho “ reserved ” area 
and to tho introduction of legislation for tho liconsmg of gms and prcBBCs m 
Smd [reference paragraphs 14 and 17 — 18] 

(/) The Chief Engmeer m Smd may bo asked to reconsider tho possibihty of 
the abolition of tho March closure of tho irrigation canals or its modification 
so as to ensure a supply of imgntion water to tho “ reserved area ” from tho 
16th March onwards [reference paragraph 16 (6)] 

(g) Tho Revenue Department — and possibly tho Fmanco Department — wdl 
have to be consulted with regard to tho proposal for tho enhancement of tho 
assessment of deshi, t e , short staple cotton cultivation m the “ reserved 
area ” [reference paragraph 10 (c)] 

{h) A note on the “ Licensmg of gms and presses ” is attached This matter must 
receive early attention [reference paragraph 17] 

(t) The proposals for tho use of Government “ marks ” or “ brands ” on bales of 
pure staple cotton m licensed fttotones may be referred to the Indian 
Central Cotton Committee and to cotton trade organizations for opmion 
[reference paragraph 18]. 
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(j) Tbo Registrar, Co-oporati\-e Societies, eliould be asked to advise on the 
estabbshment of co operatiic organizations for seed supply and for cotton 
sale ivitbin tbo proposed “ reserved area ” [reference paragraphs 20 and 22] 

{1) The projiDsals contained in the scheme for the development of agricultural 
engineering in Sind relating to the appointment of an Agricultural Engineer 
in bind and the re opening of the Goiommcnt Ginneiy at Mirpurkbas require 
early action [reference paragraph 20] 

(/) The possibility of the introduction of auction sales of cotton in the “reserved 
urea ” requires detailed examination The Directors of Agriculture, 
Rombaj’ and Punjab, maj bo referred to for adneo in this connection based 
upon similar organization m these Provinces m the past [reference para- 
graph 22] 

(ill) Tlio possibility of the establishment of “ direct purchosmg agencies ” 
uitbm the “reserved area” may bo referred to largo consumers, eg, the 
Bombay’ Idill oivnors Association for opinion 

(n) The question of the improvement of communications in the “ reserved area ” 
should bo cxaniined as soon as the Report of tbo Government of India’s Road 
Engineer (Air Ftubhs) on road dc\ cloximcnt in Smd is received

Kotc on proposals for Licensing of Cotton Otnmng and Pressing Factories 

1. The Indian Cotton Committee of 1917-18, appomted to investigate the possibihtica 
of extending the grow th of long-stapled cotton in India, recommended (reference Chapter 
XAT “ Commercial " of its Reiiort) — 

- (o) that all ginning and pressing factories should bo licensed, a preliminary to 
the issue of licenses being the assignment to all factories of distinctive numbers 
and marks n luch v ould enable the cotton dealt ivithin them to be'traced , 

(6) licenses should only bo granted on certam conditions and should bo -aithdraMm 
for breach of those conditions and on proof of such malpractices as damping, 
mixing and adulteration , 

(c) all gmning and pressing factories should be brought under the operation of 

the Factory Act and required to take out licenses, irrespective of the number 
of liands employed , 

(d) licenses should bo nitlidminiby the Local Government on the recommendation 

of tlio Central Committee (i e , the Lidian Central Cotton Committee) after 
the procedure laid domi (reference paragraph 229 of Report of Indian 
Cotton Committee, 1919) has been followed , 

(e) smtablo penalties should bo imposed in tho case of factories ivorking anthout 

taking out a licen‘=o or after a license has been aithdraivn ’’ 

2. The conditions proposed by tho Indian Cotton Committee for licensing of gins 
and presses, as stated in jiaragraph 226 of tho Report of that Committee, ivere examined 
at tho First Meeting of tho Indian Central Cotton Committee (July 1921) The general 
opinion of tho meeting nas decidedly' favourable to hconsing proposals The Central 
Cotton Committee made certain recommendations thereon and considered that an aU- 
Jndm Act should bo passed by' the Central legislature empowering Local Governments 
to frame rules mill a mev to giiing effect to all orany of these recommendations It was 
agreed that tho principal Act should enforce tho marking of bales and tho mamtenance 
of proper press records and the furnishing of statistical returns 

3. The recommendations of tho Central Cotton Committee were circulated to Local 
Governments for opinion and the ropbes loccivcd, together with a draft BiH for the 
regulation of gins and presses, v. ere considered at the Sixth Meeting of the Indian Central 
Cotton Committee (September 1923) on a report from the Local Sub-Committee of that 
body Tho Local Sub-Committee recommended that the licensmg of gins and presses 
should bo dealt n ith by including m the Bill an enabling clause only to be brought mto 
effect with the approval of the Provincial Legislative Council Thus no province need 
bring tho system of licensing into force unless it was required and no province could bnng 

r it into force without the approval of its own Legislative Council. The Central Cotton 
Committee approv ed the recommendations of the Local Sub-Committee for the inclusion 
of such an enabhng clause in an AU-India Act and resolved that the Government of India 


should ho asked lo undertake legislation at an earlj’ dale on the linos of the draft Bill 
submitted by the Comnuttee for the regulation of gins and pres°es and for the compulsoty 
marking of bales, maintenance of records of ownership and periodical statistical 
returns 

4 At the Seventh hleoting of the Central Cotton Committee (January 1924), certain 
criticisms of the Government of India on the enabbng clause for licensing included in the 
draft bill were considered These criticisms referred mainly to the definition of specific 
offences for which licenses might bo suspended and to the nature and enforcement of the 
penalties in connection with suspension Those criticisms had been ovamincd by the 
Local Sub Committee of the Central Cotton Committee who recommended that the 
offences for which licenses may bo suspended should bo as follows — 

(1) The mixing of two or more soparato descriptions of cotton, the mixing of whifh 

has been prohibited by notifacation under clause 8 of the draft bilk 

(2) Fraudulent packing (as defined by the East India Cotton Association). 

(3) Darapmg cotton by means of water deliberately applied for that purpose 
prior to pressing when such damping has been conclusively proved. 

The Sub-Committee, in its report, also dealt with judicial procedure in the matter of 
suspension of licenses, penalties, etc , and pointed out that licensing of gins and presses 
in the Sudan was already in force on a much more drastic scale than was proposed in the 
draft bill. 

The modifications suggested by the Government of India acre accepted as the I^ical 
Sub Committee felt “ that it was of the utmost importance that the enabling clause 
should not be omitted and were agreed that it was better to modify it now 
than to risk it bemg omitted by Government ” (Jlr V. A. Grantham, M.L C , Vice- 
President, Indian Central Cotton Committee) 

5 Discussions took place between members of the Central Cotton Committee and 
representatives from the Punjab at Lahore (March 1924) and Simla^(June 1924) at which 
the proposab for licensing of gins and presses — ^which had aroused considerable opposition 
in the Punjab — ^were discussed A report of these disoussions was submitted to the 
Central Cotton Committee m July 1924, when the undemoted Eesolutions were passed, 
only three members dissentmg — 

“ That the Central Cotton Committee, after having given full consideration to the 
proceedings of a meetmg of cotton-growers, ginners and traders with members of the 
Provincial Cotton Committee (Punjab) held at Lahore on the 19th March 1924, and to 
the proceedings of the Provincial Cotton Committee (Punjab) held at Simla on the 
23ra Juno 1924, is convinced that the licensing of gms and presses wiU provide the only 
remedy for mixing m the Punjab, that IS likely to have immediate and practical effect 
The Committee also wishes to impress upon the Government of India the desirabfbty 
of puttmg the Gins and Presses Bill before the Legislature with ns little delay 
as possible ” 

6 At the Nmth Meetmg of the Central Cotton Committee the Vice-President 
(Mr V A. Grantham) reported that the Cotton Ginnmg and Pressing Factories Bdl had 
been introduced at the September Session of the Legislative Assembly and circulated for 
opinion- The Bill was identical with the draft finally submitted by the Central Cotton 
Committee except that the important enabling dause (permitting Local OoiernmcnU to 
introduce a system of actual licensing) had been omitted It had been felt that the inclusion 
of this clause would prejudice the chances of the whole Bill being accepted and that the 
question of licensmg could be taken up later if it was EtiU found necessary 

7 The Cotton Gmning and Pressmg Factories Act (1926) was passed by the Legisla- 
tive Assembly m March 1926, and, at the request of the Government of India, the Local 
Sub-Committee of the Indian Central Cotton Committee submitted a draft of the rules 
under the Act for consideration These draft rules were considered by the Central Cotton 
Committee m July 1926, and a Cotton Ginnmg and Pressmg Factories Sub-Committee 
was appomted for the purpose of dealmg with matters, references, etc , arismg from the 
application of the Act 

8 The Central Cotton Committee discussed the question of malpractices in cotton 
presses, i e , watermg tmd mixing m July 1927, when the undernoted Resolutions were 
passed — 

“ That in view of the contmuance of malpractices in cotton ginning and pressmg 
factories, the question of introduomg the actual licensing of such factories should now 
be re-examined ” 
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“ TJiat tlio Cotton Ginning nnd Pressing Fnolorios Sub-Committco bo requested to 
report lo tho next meeting of tlio Central Cotton Committee — 

(a) in what areas malpractices arc so prevalent as to make necessary the licensing 

of cotton ginning and pressing factories, . 

(b) for vlmt ofTonecs licenses should bo suspended or revoked, 

(c) liow such offences are to bo defined and proved, and 

(d) wliat maclnnory should bo set up for controlling licenses and for dealing with 
offences ” 

9 In December 1927, a report from the Cotton Gmnmg and Pressmg Pactones 
Sub Committee vas considered The Sub Committee considered that it was necessary 
that efforts slioiild bo made to check maljirncticcs in cotton gmnmg and pressmg factories 
hi firmer action bv rccogiiiFcd cotton trade associations m the direction of ponalismg 
mixed, vafered or rccdj cotton before consideration of licensing legislation The Central 
Cotton Committee acroptod this mou and passed a Resolution 11111011 stated “If on 
further miestigation, it is found that adequate action by organised cotton trade associa- 
tions IS not feasible at the present juncture, the Committco consider that further 
Iccislative measures vill bo neecssarj’ ” At the same meotmg, the Central Cotton 
Committee iicro informed by the roprcscntntii os of Hyderabad and Indore States that 
the Goiornments of these States had jiasscd rules under the State Cotton Gmnmg and 
Pressing I’nctories Act, j.cnalismg bj closure of the factory concerned or by fine, tho 
mixmg or adulteration of cotton m factories mtbm the State’s jurisdiction All gmnmg 
nnd 2)res‘!iiig factories in these tuo States are required by lav to take out a license 

10 In December 1030, tho Chief Agricultural Officer in Sind placed a note on some of 
tho more iniporlaiit and imminent jiroblcms connected with the future development of 
cotton cultivation in Smd under the Llojd Barrage before the Indian Central Cotton 
Committee Section C of this note dealt uitli “ the problem of tho ginning nnd pressmg 
factories ” nnd included the paragmpLs gnen belou — 

“I\ith the cslablishmont of perennial irrigation m Smd which will shortly 
Ik ( OHIO an acconiplishcd fact — few will dispute tho ojimion of tho Indian Cotton Com- 
mittee of 1919, thi't there is no other part of India wliieli offers such hopeful prospects 
of tho FiucOFsful cultnation of long staple cotton This subject has already been 
dealt w itli III ] art under the sections of this note dcalmg w ith tho problem of tho variety 
nnd flic problem of tho area Tho future welfare of tho cotton-growers of Smd will

As one ^cry■ important condition towards acbioimg tins end, I consider that tho 
Mitrodnciwn of a si/itm of hccitsitig of gimnng and pressing factories in Sind is absolutely 
c^srntial 

This Committee is fully awaro of all tho arguments, both for and agamst such a 
system nnd tho practical diflicultics which lia\o arisen m tho past m this connection 
111 smd m tho future as in tho Punjab at present, tho cultivation of long nnd short 
s| iplcd A and les of cotton must lie earned on Biimiltancously How' far tho segregation 
of these two tyjies can bo carried out bj' areas 13 discussed in nnothor part of this note 
This Committee has, novoithoIc«s, oxpicssed its consideicd opmion on several occasions 
that tlio only real remedy for mixmg and other malpractices is tho introduction of a 
system of liccnsmg gnis and presses In my opmion, tho opportumty for mtroducmg 
siirli a ‘•ystoin in Smd will ncicr be more faioiirablc than at present and, if tho lessons of 
tho Pimjal) arc to 1)0 jirofitcd from, I consider that this question in its relation to 
Siiid and tlie fuluro cotton crop of tho Barrage area should rocoivo immediate 
attention ” 

11 Tho noto was considered by tho Agricultural Research Sub-Committee who 
stated m its report “ Tho Sub-Committco desires to omphasizo that tho licensing of 
gins and presses m Sma is essential to tho proper development of cotton growmg m that 
Province, and hopes that a strong rocommondation to tins effect will lie made by tho 
Ceiilral Cotton Committco to tho piojior authorities ” Tho report was adopted by the 
full Committco

Notable Eients — ^The most notable instances of propaganda campaigns m the realm of 

field propaganda ”, besides a large variety of Pubbcity and Propaganda Avork earned 
out in other directions dunng the half year under rcjiort, are projacanda for (o) the 
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extension of iniproxed cottons m the Barrage areas in Sind, cspecinlB m the Bight Bank 
Areas rrhoro cotton cnltuntion Jmd nor or been attempted before, (6) demonstration of 
tbo Bupenoritv of Jaj-nnnnt cotton o\cr local Kumpta and the extension of the same m 
Dhanvar and adjoining districts of the Bombay Presidency, and (c) propaganda for the 
fnrthcronco of the “ dcnn-iip ” campaign Jannehed by the Bombaj Doiiartment of Agri- 
culture, 111 a selected area of ISO square miles in Gujernt immediately after the harvest 
for the remoml of all cotton stalks and stubbles and for the eradication of altematiTO 
host plants so ns to conrinco Iho cotton cultirators that a substantial yield in lapae

Making a mention of the assistance giren by the Publicitj' OfTiccr to the Department 
of Agriculture, Bombai, the Dcpulj Director of Aimculture, Surat, rvToto m paragraph S 
of his letter No C 14/2801, dated tlie 2Sth i^fay ]9dl, to the Secretary, Indian Central 
Cotton Committee, ns follows —

Besides a nnmlicr of articles m the daily ^lapers pubbshed by the Pubbcitj Oflicer 

created w ido mtercst m the subject of Cotton Boll-worm Control Scheme ” 

These campaigns w oiild ha\ o been diflicult to attempt hut for tho free and cheerful 
co-opcration of the Director of Agriculture, Bonilmy Presidency, and tho Chief Agri- 
cultural Oflicer in Sind who had always been found ready and willmg to help That tho 
jilans of propaganda and the positive siieccss resulting therefrom mot with enthusiastic 
approbation at the hands of the heads of Agncidtural Departments in tho Provmces, is a 
matter to bo remembered with much gratification The work is gradually kindling 
enthusiasm and mnnifc'-ting its imjiortanco in tho respective spheres which bear so close 
a relation to the well Ik ing of the cotton cultivator, the industry and tho trade 

TJirougli its Infoiniational Service the Publicity Department commimicatcd to cotton 
growers and the general public the jirnctical results of scientific investigations of problems 
both of all India and local interest The many sided research activities of the Committee 
include a study of cotton problems in Provnnees and Incban States, — botanical for 
securing inqirovcd strains of cotton by selection and hybndi/ation , iihysiologicnl for 
inycstigation of crop grow tli , entomologieal for study of bfc-history of certain cotton 
X>csts and nicasiurcs to combat them , and mycological for finebng out ways to av oid 
loss duo to wilt and root rot 

This work is continuous Tho loiow ledge gamed influences tho grower and tho tiade 
It emphasises old truths ns w cll ns novr, so that farm practico may bo brought as closely 
ns possible into harmony with scientific research Durmg the half j^ear under report 
informational publicity gav o special altcnlion to the broadcastmg of the Committee’s 
work in Jladras It aided in callmg tho attention of tho authorities and the Government 
to tho enormous loss resulting to tho cotton crop from tho cotton stcm-wecyil 

Tho exact extent of tho ov il wrought hj tho pest tho Agncidtural Dcjmrtment has not 
yet calculated, but on a rough csiimato it has been found that 20 per cent of the plants 
die as a result of its attacl. This may concoiv ably bo an undcr-estimnto as it is 
remembered that tho incidence of tho diecaso is as great ns 80 per cent m the case of 
cotton m irrigated tract and GO \ or cent m tho case of rainfcd varieties 

Guided b 3 ' information furnibhcd through the puhlishmg of results from the Madras 
Herbaccum Schomo and the Fodder Cholnra Scheme, farmers w^ro reported to he jilan- 
nmg important croj) readjustment, reducing their acreage of some varieties and mcrensmg 
the acreage of olhors By combinmg tcchniquo with economic information m the 
manner mdicated by the Publicity Department, mcreased profits are boimd to be tye 
outcome. 

Foreign Propaganda 

The halt jear now ending has been remarkable for propaganda in Great Britain and 
other European countries as well as eastern countries like Japan in keepmg them well 
informed with important improvements effected m the quality of Indian cotton and thus 
making Indian cottons more accoptahlo than is tho case at present Unquestionably, 
a few specific examples that have come to our notice bear testimony to the eagerness with 
which important illustrated journals such as tho “ Cotton Trade Journal ”, United 
States of America, the “ Empire Cotton Growing Beviow ”, London, “ The Textile 
Eecorder ”, Manchester, “ The Textile Weekly ”, Manchester, “ The Textile Manu- 
facturer ”, Manchester, have written leaderettes based on the material furnished by the 
Pubhcity Department of the Committee

(6) Madras Jlcrhaceuni Scheme — Gives in short the efforts made by the Committee 
to evolve by breeding methods a fiuitablo strain possessing the yield, ginning and 
spinning qualities of Knninganni, combined nith the colour nnd root system of Dppam 
and the results so far obtained 

(7) Madras Fodder Oholam Scheme — note on the in\cstigation into the harmful 
effects of fodder cholam when compared with cumbii on the succeeding cotton crop and 
the method of attack on the problem from the points of soil moisture, soil nitrogen, 
distnbution of cholam and cumbu roots m tho soil nnd the rate of thcirdccomposition 
and tho important findings thereof 

(S) Development of Cambodia cotton in Coimbatore District — Deals v ith tho condition 
cf Cambodia cotton crop in Coimbatore district prior to PJlS-lf) and llic lines of 
development thereafter.

Promotion activities with respect to India's cotton production this year and thereafter — 
Another article also issued deals m tho mam w ilh tho Committee’s rc'^oarch and seed 
extension schemes in progress and the prospective ones 

Commercial Survey of Indian Cottons — This article giv'cs a short account of the 
various improved varieties of Indian cottons grown in tho different parts of India 
Its publication will bo of interest to tbo trade 

Tours 

During tho half year under report, tbo Publicity Officer visited Coimbatore, Koilpatti 
and other important centres in the Jladras Presidency in connection vnth tho work of the 
Committee He attended the 6th meeting of tho Sind Cotton Committco held on the 
14th June at Karachi at which various stops which would help to accelerate tho pace of 
demonstration and propaganda work in tho Barrage area were discussed Ho later 
made a tour of tho important cotton centres in tho Hj dcrabad district 

These tours were found to be of great value in keeping tbo Publicitj Officer m intimate 
personal contact with propaganda problems and enabling bun usefully to contribute 
to the development of cotton m the light of tho information collected during 
the tours 

Future Programme 

The most notable achievement of tbo Publicity and Propaganda Department of tho 
Comnutteo during the x>oriod under report has been tbo appreciable quickening of interest 
m the work of the Indian Central Cotton Committee among cotton growers who put the 
results of scientific investigations into practice Excellent material pi ogress has been 
made on tho tlueo active propaganda projects described in tho preceding pages Bj 
far the most important portion of the propaganda scheme is that relating to Ihe improve 
ment of tho economic conditions of the grovvei and his national well-being The work 
done has clearly shown that this type of boiiefioial activity is of such real consequence 
to the agricultural population in tbo districts tbatreadv appreciation w ill bo forlhcoraing 
fiom I ven the ilhlcrnlo peasantry of the adv.antagos of improvements iji collon 
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By TiMdciniif; tlio fiolrl of propiyniidn, Iho nccos^ilv for mIucIi ik o\cm]iclmmg, the

The succc's acbicicd In tbo Surat Ibiloinologiial Sebome and tbo results obtained from 
the Clean-up Campaign against Boll worm in Giijcrataro of such vital importance to the 
well-being of tbo cultnator and the cotton trade, that tbo Publicity Dopartment would 
coii'idcr it an imporatnc necessity to bring out an illustrated pamphlet embodying tbo 
findings 

The Department propose' abo to issue an illustrated pamphlet describing what b„s 
been done so far in tlic Madras Presidency by the Cotton Committee in co-operation with 
tbo Department of Agriculture, Jlndras, in effecting improvements in tbo quality of 
cotton, combating pests and cvprnsion of improved varieties 

It would likewise continue to assist tbo Cbiof^Agncultural Officor in Sind in bis 
endcaaour to encourage cult nation of cotton on Indus Itigbt Bank areas, and for that 
purposo will issue a icrnacukar edition of tbo propaganda illustrated leaflet, with tbo

Tho work done at tlio Institute of Plant Industry', Indore, durmg tho Directorship 
of 3Ir A How'ard (now Sir Albert Howard), in furtherance of tlio object, viz, the 
improvement of cotton, for wluch tho Institute rcceiied its mam support from the 
Committco, has produced no tangible results As attention w ns concentrated durmg 
this penod on propaganda work and compost, instead of research mto cotton 
problems as w as ongmally mtended, tho money so far spent on tho Institute by tho 
Committee is as good as practically w nsted TJic now programme of work imtiated 
by tho now Directorate appears to bo promismg and worthy of bemg given a fair 
tnol, provided adequate safeguards can be devised to ensure that approved 
programmes aro actually carried out and not neglected as before To achieve this 
end a more effective control by tlio Committco over tho affairs of tho Institute, than 
has hitherto been the case, should bo secured This is possible only if tho Committee 
has an absolute majority on tho Board of Governors Aronsion of tho exostmg 
position of tho Indian Central Cotton Committee on tho Governing Body bemg 
therefore necessary, a report from tho President m that direction nught be awaited 

It was also decided that it was necessary to have a Central Research Station for 
cotton and that for tho present it should bo tho Institute

With regaid. to tho complaint of Mr W Roberts that the Hydeiabad State had

I Agricultural samples 

(i) Irrigation experiments — The samples received from Bikaner, Sakrand and Coimba- 
tore for this investigation wore tested dunng the present ponod Tlio results are tenta- 
tively summarised as follows — 

Bikaner — Frequent and heavy irrigation resulted in better yield, lugher ginnmg 
percentage and stronger yams but the differences are not large 

Sahrand — Regular imgations gave sbghtly longer fibres , 10 imgations, ns compared 
with 7, gave less immature fibres, less loss in processing the cotton and stronger yams 
with fewer yam breakages 

Coimbatore — Different spaemgs and imgations are considered conjomtly 
Compared with the dry sample ungation results in an increased yield of seed cotton, 
reduction m number of immature hairs and noppmess of yams but shows no change 
in fibre length or fibre Weight 

(«) Rotation experiments — In order to ascertain which rotation gave the best results 
the Cotton SpeciaJist, Coimbatore, sent six samples for test which had been grown after 
cumbu, cholam, ragi, groundnut, fallow and green manure respectively Considermg 
both yield and spinning performance the green manure sample gave the best results vntli 
groundnut and fallow foUowmg next in order A similar experiment was made by the 
Supenntendent, Agnoultural Research Station, Koilpatti, on five samples of Karungonni 
07 which were grown after irangu, cumbu, pilhpasara, set seed and “shot blade ” respec- 
tively Previous tests had mdicated that irongu lowered the spmnmg performance but 
the present test reveals no significant difference with the exception of the sample after 
piUipasara, which gave a longer fibre but sbghtly less even yam The other samples 
show no difference among themselves and all are dightly inferior to the control sample 

(tti) Manurial experiments — ^As mentioned in the Director’s last progress report, a 
paper on the effect of mammal treatment on Cambodia Co 1 cotton to investigate the 
type of manure and the amount of dressmg to give the best results of yield and spmnmg 
performance with Cambodia was completed and read before the Indian Science Congress 
held m Bombay in January 1934 Another manunal test, noted in progress report 
Eo ^0, has been completed dunng the present penod on Karungonni C7 Two different 
manures were apphed m this case and both gave stronger yams than the control sample 
There was httle to choose between the results of the two manured samples and the 
results of this test confirm those of the previous tests ' 
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(tv) Bttlnla’:a cniloiis — .Spinninp iiiul fihro Ic'its rcconlly carried out on eight 
cottons suhniitlcd by tlio Agnoultnrnl Oflicor of tlio Bukalasa Evponmontal Stations, 
Uganda This is tho second year in succession that tho Committee haie permitted tests 
to bo made on these cottons 

(u) Standard Indian Cottons — Tlio lest for maturity of fibres of the Standard cottons 
IS n noV foatnro introduced for tho first time this season and is one that is likely to become 
\ciy popular as imdoubtcdly tho number of mature hairs present m any given sample is 
an important factor in tho strength of tlic spun 3 'nm Tho maturity count mil 
1)0 mcluded in tho forthcoming annual bulletin on tho Standard cottons As tho two 
Standard cottons C \9 and Ifagari 25 ha\o gone out of cultivation those cottons mil bo 
omitted from this season’s bulletin Tho Hagan 25 has been replaced by Hagan I 

II Fibre Tests 

(i) African cottons — Tests for mean fibre length has recently been made at tho Labora- 
torj' on three African cottons nnmelv. ICnmpaln, Biisoga and Jmja These tests supple- 
ment those alrcad}' earned out during tho past three seasons and aro intended to assist 
tlio Special Appeal Committee of tho Hast India Cotton Association in fivmg a minimum 
standard of fibre length for these cottons At their meeting held on the 22nd March 1934 
tho Special Appeal Committee considered tho report of Dr Alimad on tho fibre length 
tests alroadj- made at tho Laliorntorj on these three Afnean cottons and decided itiVould 
bo nd\Tsnblo to continue these tests for another season before a minimum standard of 
mean length could be safclv recommended , and with this object in view mi itcd the 
Bombay Milloivncrs’ Association to assist by sending to the Appeal Committee o^ely 
month throe or four samples of these African cottons of fair average quahty of tho 
season 

(it) DoJ ras Cotton — '\Ir AI R Dokras, a Pleader ro'^iding at Chandur, sent a sample 
of cotton (recently oiohed by him and beanng his own name) to tho Laboratory to bo 
tested ami its results to be compared mth those of tho standard Vcriim eotton This 
particular sample of Dolcros vas found to be about 15 per cent both longer and finer 
than tho standard Verum 202 


III. Trade Tests 

(t) Trade sampler — Tho East India Cotton Association and tho MiUoivnors’ Associations 
of Bombay and Alimcdabad have in accordance with tho arrangoment made m Sep- 
tember 1929 continued to send samples roprosontatno of tho season’s commoroial types, 
and, dunng tho ponod under review, have sent 20 such samples Those samples have, 
ns usual, been subjected to tho spinning test onlj' and tho results woro meorporated in 
tho respect no circulars A list of these 'i'ochnological circulars issued durmg tho past 
seven months is given below —

(n) Dry and damped collon — TKe third set of samples connected mth this inrestigation 
vas recently dra'tvn from the three Amraoti bales kmdly placed for the purpose at the 
disposal of the jLaboratory by ilessra Yolfeart Bros Spuming tests vrere earned out 
on hnes similar to those made m the first two sets of samples Fibre tests on the cotton 
and tests on the spun yams on this third set of samples are noir bemg made The fourth 
and last lot of samples vull be dravm and tested m a similar manner after the lapse of 
a suitable penod and the results mil finally be mitten up by the Director on his return 
from leave 

(iti) Ddenorahon of Broach coUon — ^The Board of the East India Cotton Association 
approved of the recommendation of their lloisture Tests Committee that, having regard 
to the general viem of the Trade that Broach cotton tends to detenorate more rapidly 
than other tvpes of Indian cotton, the Technological Laboratory should be mvited to 
investigate this problem and ascertam the cause (s) responsible for this noted detenora- 
tion of Broach cotton The Laboratory accorcimgly purchased one bale of Broach (Palej) 
cotton The first of the senes of tests have recently been earned out compnsmg fibre 
and spinning tests Further samples avill be dravm from the bale at mtervals of sm 
months each and s imil ar testa mil be made It vrill then be possible to decide if any 
dntcnoration has taken place in the grade and strength of this particular cotton 

(ir) Dd'-riorahon of rollon stored nl Karachi — In accordance with the arrangement 
mcntioni’d m the Director’s progress report Xo 20 a third set of six samples was drawn 
from SIX of th<--c bales three of which are stored m open phnths and three m a godown 
at Karachi One of the Tumor Testers from the Laboratory proceeded to Karachi m 
Apnl and drew the samples Spinning and fibre tests were made on these samples on 
pxactU =unilar lines as on tae previous occasion after they had been valued by the Special 
Appeal Committee of the Ea^t India Cotton Association. A fourth and fast test on 
similar hnes ls to be made m October after which it wiU be possible for the Director 
to summaniC the resubs of the four cxjienments 

(t) Efft.c> of rjympre ion in baled collon — The high degree of density to which cotton 
is pressed m baling was considered as a possible cause of the observed neppmess of 289-F 
cotton The Committee at th^ir last meeting m January approved that an mvestigation 
of this probVm should be accordmgly undertaken. For this purpose three hales of 289-F 
were spenally prepared, and the scope of the experiment was extended by mcluding 
three hales similarly prepared at .\mraoti from Berar cotton Each cotton was pressed 
into three bales of the eome size but in which the weight of cotton difiered bemg 400 lbs , 
>00 lbs , and 250 lbs respectivclv Imtial samples drawn from these six bales have been 
subjected to the spmnmg and fibre tests and it is proposed to repeat this procedure after 
a lapse of four months 

(li) Eloraqr rffr<-' or fibre quali'y — Rao Bahadur Tharomal Bilaram, a member of the 
Sind Cotton Commibce, submitted 10 samples of cotton to the Laboratory with a view 
to investigate the p/henomcnon of the heating of seed cotton when openly stored m bulk 
Futh being the jircvailing practice m certam areas of Smd He behoves that the fibre 
del'^nora^cF in quality and also that the germmating power of the seeds are affected 
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The Director, Dr Ahmad, commutucafod mth Iho Chief Agncultural Officer on Smd in 
this connection , and, ns a prolimmarj*, ordered a summary of the most important results 
80 for ohtnmed by other -workers to bo prepared , and the matter now awaits disposal by 
tho Director on his return. 

(fit) Ddmorahon of Broach cotton due to damping — ^Tho Technological Eesearoh 
Sub Committco accepted the recommendation of tho hloisturo Testa Committee of tho 
East India Cotton AMOcintion that an inicstigntion should bo undertaken by tho Labora- 
tory to dotormino to what c-^tcnl, if any, Broaoh cotton dotonoratos whilst m storage os 
a result of damping tho cotton before pressing it into bale form Acoorthngly, four bales 
of Broach cotton noro lundl}* supplied by tho East India Cotton iVssociation from tho 
pressing factory of Jfossrs. Narnndas Bajaram A Co at Paloj These bales were prepared 
imdcr tho supervision of ono of tho Junior Testers sent from tho Laboratory Ono bale 
was pressed dry Tho cotton for tho other three bales -nos irrigated with 4 lbs of water 
for ono bolo , 8 lbs of -nater for tho second bale , and 12 lbs for tbo tlmd balo Spinning 
and fibro tests have alrcndj- Iwcn mado on 12 lb samples of each of tho four lots and 
further samples v ill bo draivn from tho three bales and siradar tests made after a lapse 
of four months and this proccduro u-iU bo ropoated again tinco at intervals of four 
months each Unbko tho Amraoti bales montionod at (ii) above tho amount of water 
added to theso Broach bales Mas laiown and determined beforehand, 

ir. Technological Sampler. 

(i) Experiment's on carding engine — Tho progress mado in this problem bos been noted 
by tho Director, from t imo to time, in his progress roporl s Tlio work has, so far, extended 
over a penod of threo years and has been mado ns comprchensiblo ns possible 
Each test was mado on a 10 lb sample , and, in all, three bales have boon utibsod, namely, 
ono bale each of Kampala, Coompta and C P No 1 And thus tho tests cover a wide 
rango of jwm counts and cotton of sastly differont charactor Certam features connected 
with theso tests are noted m tho Ph} sics Section below 

(»i) Qinning test's — Rcccntl}’ tbo Cotton Research Botanist, Lyall^ur, ginned Icapas 
of Jlolhsoni, If, 289-F and Early Stram on tho sa-a and roller gm and sent tho 8 lots of 
hnt to tho Laboratory to bo tested With tho exception of Molhsom tho saw ginned 
samples yielded stronger jams Ho also sent samples of these same 1 apas to bo ginned 
and tested m tho Laboratorj' as a parallel scries Tho Lyallpur ginned samples of Jlolh- 
soni and 4F gave slightlj' stronger j'ams than tho same samples ginned in tho Laboratory 
But tho 2S9F and Early Strain wore decidedly much mfenor, especially tho Early Stram 
Two samples of Gnorani / apas wero also ginned m tho Laboratory on tho saw and the 
roller gin Tho four lots of hnt have boon spun and tho yams now await to bo tested. 

(m*) Wax content and fed of a cotton — Tho results of this investigation wore embodied 
in Bullotm Senes B, No 18 This BuUolin was issued during tho ponod under review 
and a bnof summary of its contents is given below in tho Pubhcation Section 

n RrsEARon Laboiutoiiv 

Fibre^Tcsting Section —This section has been very fully occupied dunng tho present 
ponod and has completed tests on 224 difforont samples Tho staff of this section have 
also prepared exhibits for tho India Houso in London consistmg of 21 Baor Sorter 
spocimons of tho present season’s Standard Indian Cottons and also 8 halo spoounens of 
combed seeds Boloctcd from these cottons 

Physics Section — hir Han Roo has mado good progress with his own particular 
problem which deals ^vlth the effect of tho “ Venation m tho strength of cotton fibres 
■with twist ” — each fibro so tested is subjected to different degree of axial twist and its 
resultant strength noted with each dogroo of twist Ho has so far completed tests on 
Co 2, Yorum, Molhsom and A19 partially , and tests on BaniUa and Hagori -will bo 
undertaken in duo course 

Mr D F Kapadta — The general problem of the effect of “ Different cardmg engme 
organisations on tho quahty of tho rcsultmg yams ” was bogun m June 1931 by 
Mr Kapadia and tho undersigned jomtly and tho lost test of the senes was completed 
recently Smeo then Mr Kapadia has been engaged m makmg tho necessary yam tests 
and calculations thereon Ho has analysed the results of aU tho testa obtamed and is 
now -wntmg up a prohminary report The followmg sahent figures afford some idea of 
tho magmtudo of the problem 160 different carding engme organisations were employed 
usmg three cottons of -widely different quahty and from which 320 separate sp innin gs 
wero made 32,000 Lea and Pull tests and 32,600 BaUistio teste were made on these 
yams for stren^h together -with 64,000 dotennmations for count Besides this, 049 
detormmations of fibre distnbution and fibre weight wore mode on the shver, flat waste 
and heker m fly

could bo mot from tbo aor^’ substantial saaings on tbo 'cbcnio uliKb.'it is observed, 
the Director proposes to doaoto to the purchase of stump pullers 

Broach Oollon Breeding Scheme (No 27) — This sehomo has now reported on its second 
year s work Edorls are bomg made to combmo by ha bndisatiou the high gmnmg 
qualities of Goghari and a Virnmgnm Strain anth the other required qualities of the Broach 
deal stram, B D 8 

Jalgaon Coilon Breeding Scheme (No 28) — Tho isolation of a'llt-resisfnnt strain! 
possessmg also oommercially important quahtios was in progress, and three promising 
Btrams of ncglcclum have been solcctcd for rigid j leld trials dunng tho next f osson. 



Bombay Scheme for the suncy of small leaf disease in cotton {A^o 29) — iTus zs a onO 
year schemo ■nhich started \rork in November Jast It is said that the seventy of this 
disease vanes from jiiar to year, and tho last season v ns ono of loss soi onty. The report 
shovrs that tho disease is of indcsprcad occurrence and affects all cottons except exotics 
Tho symptoms of tho disease are desenbed in the report, and it is said that the disease 
IS not caused b^ any parasitic organisms 

Sind Physwloytcal Besearch Scheme (No 30) — ^Tho report deals vith the iVork done 
dunng tho seventh jear of the scheme, and shows that the cotton plant requires more 
■water dunng the flow enng andiruiting penod than in tho oarlj- part of its gro'wdh. Eight 
inches of water during tlio first 2S dn3 s follow cd in succession by t'w'o 'w'ntermgs of 3' each 
at 20 dnvs’ intcnal, then at Ifi dn}^ interval and five watenngs of 3' each at 10 days’ 
interval liavo given tho best yield Tho other mam item of work was tho study of tho 
effoot of application of ammonium sulphate at different gro'w th penods on tho yield of 
cotton Tho results obtained were not how'ovor significant Observations on the “ red- 
Icaf ” disease were continued 

In new of certain comments which have rccentl} been made regardmg schemes 
oxtendmg in directions not ongmnlly contemplated, tho Sub-Committco desires to 
observe that much of tho work desenbed in this report is not, stnctl^’’ spcakmg, physiolo- 
gical research but agnoulturnl field expenments on differential imgation, manurmg, etc , 
which form a normal part of tho work of a cotton research station These experiments 
are necc^sniT and useful and tho iioint is onlj' raised here to prevent future misunder- 
standings 

As regards tho future programme of Work, tho Sub-Committco desires to make the 
following observations — 

Item 3(6) is not a verv promising lino of work and tho item is vaguely described 
Ecd Leaf is due to a variety of causes and there is possibility of a considerable Waste 
of time in the biochemical experiments proposed Eeforo startmg work on this item, 
it IS suggested that the ncwlj appomted Plusiologist m the Punjab should bo consulted 

Items 3(a) and (c) are accepted bj the Subcommittee on the undorstandmg that 
what IS hero intended are observations on the cottons grown m the nngation, manunal 
and vanctal experiments , it is assumed that it is not intended to laj' down special 
field experiments for these observations 

Item (5) — Control of White Ants — Tho results coiitamcd m tho progress report do 
not seem to indicate that this is a very promismg lino of work But it is presumed 
that these experiments Imvo alrcadj been started so far ns tho 1034-36 season is 
concerned 

Madras Hcrbaccum Scheme (iVo 31) — This schemo has now completed its eleventh 
year It was started in 1923 with tho object of securmg pure strains from local Uppam 
equal to Karunganni in 3’icld and spinning qunlit3 When this object proved a failure, 
tho schemo was further extended m 1910 for tho purpose of obtammg hybrid 
strains having tho characters origmally aimed at Tho report shows that no tangible 
results have yet been obtamed 

Tho Sub Committee is definitely of tho opmion that tho production of seed m 
sufficient quantit3’^ for commencal use is not a practical proposition 

In view of tho fact that tho hybrid matcnal at present has onl3 reached F4, and tho 
scheme is onl3' sanctioned until May 1935, it is recommended that tho Secretary and 
Mr Hutclunson bo asked to visit Coimbatore and make recommendations regardmg tho 
future of tho schome, if possible before tho cold weather meotmg 

Madras Fodder Cholam Scheme (N'o 32) — The progress report is for the fourth year 
and shows that durmg tho 3"oar it has been conclusively proved that tho dl-effects 
of cholam on tho succeedmg cotton crop arc not dependent upon tho quantity of stubbles 
left m tho soil, nor duo to its heavy crop of fodder It was also found that though manur- 
mg with ammomum sulphate increased tho fodder obtamed by cuttmg cholam at 
the shot blade stage, tho quantity of fodder was still less than what could bo obtamed 
b3' allowing cholam to sot seed Moreover, manurmg hastens car jiroduction, which is 
not desirable 

Madras Pemphcrcs and Physiological Bcscarch Scheme (No 33) — As the Physiologist 
has not yet returned from trammg m England, the mvestigations durmg tho year were 
as before confined to tho study of tho stem-borer The results of an experiment designed 
to gauge tho damage caused by tho stem-borer show that except for the lodgmg of the 
plant that might be caused by a Weakened stem throngh the attack of the pest, the loss 
m meld was not significant As the pest has been observ'ed to contmue to emerge from 
pulled out cotton stalks for a penod of tw'o months and manage to live on other host

It scorns obvious, tliercforo, that tiio control of Pi mpben s i an bi altaimd b^ (luce 
methods and that for this purpose furtlii r work on the bio i In misfry of lottoii is md 
called for Of the actual programme, item (I) is by no means pnmtiHim; as (he rcarch 
for tolerant lypes so far has not been stici cssfnl 

iLcm (2) IS unobjectionable, if the schomo is rontmiii'd at all 

Jtew (3) does not neom at all practicable in Ml w of ihe fact that J’linjihiriH is nlenit 
from the greater part of the cotton growing tracts m India 

Ilcm (4) IS practical but docs not call for a special rose. in h staff 

Ilan (5) cannot bo earned out hceauBo no siu h strains ha\ c j el Ir i n old. inn d 

iLcm (G) does not seem to 1>e of practical importance as the i xiicrinn tils already inmcil 
out show that there is not much chance of sui cess on a praetn al «enlc 

Ilcm (7) has already been Worked on to a considerable ext' nt and it is doubtful wbetber 
further work will enable the conclusions alrcnily readied to bo great Ij enlarged 

Item (8) would be of purely academic )utcre''t and seems unni cc^saty lu new of the

It was reserved for this meet uig of the Commitlei to decide whether this scheme "liouW 
bo continued any longer In the opinion of the .Sub-Committee tho Ilio-chcmical work 
should now ho terminated 

Madras Nadam Oolioii Breeding Scheme {Xo 3,]) — The report Is fonts fiml jnar 
of work It was noted during the year that in CnmlKidin fields adjoining Nadam cottons 
the mortality due to tho stoin-wccvil was 2G ))or cent as against J jn r c( nt in field' far 
aWay from Nadam cottons As a type or types of cotton which could Ijo sown 
and cropped at the same time as Cambcsliahaio lir^t to 1 c si lee ted, worl dnnng tlicycar 
was directed to sow mg tnals m July and Scptcmk>r 

It 18 suggested that tho Secrotarj and Mr Hutchinson should \ isit the sclicrac and 
discuss plans with Mr Ramanathnn when visiting the Herhneenm Pchcnic 

Punjab Botanical HcBcarch SeJime {No 35) —-This scheme has just completed its 
mnth year of life Tho jassid-rcsistaut early strain pure lino families bred true to extra 
hairiness and w'oro found to be free from jassid attack 

The Subcommittee noted with satisfoction that three u'cful strains of Amencan 
cotton had been evolved as a result of tins research and that one of these (N T 3G F) 
IS of unusual promise Fno more new strains of Aracncnii and one of den have been 
finally selected durmg the year under report for field tests One of these, N T 47. has 
already been found to be very promising in vanetnl tests The results of ndgo- 
sowing experiments of tho last seven jmars show that tins method is in no way 
advantageous 

Punjab Pink and Spoiled Boll-worm Scheme {No 3C) — Items (1) to (4) of the progrc'S 
report record an elaboration of details which have prcnouslv licen reported all of which 
boar on the problem as to why the mcidcnco of Pmk Boll w orm is so different m different 
parts of the Punjab 

Item (5) is an important portion of the scheme and tho Sub Committee considers 
that the actual results obtained from tlio 40 stations should have been reported and 
suggests that those bo submitted to tho next mcetmg of tho Agncultural Ecsearch Sub- 
Committee 

Programme of work for 1934-36 — Item (t) was approved subject to tho alteration of 
tho description to study the incidence of tho .Spotted and Pink Boll-Worm on different 
tracts of tho provunce 

Ilcm (n) — ^Tho Sub-Committeo considers that this item of w ork would bo of academic 
interest only and that it should not be undertaken 

In regard to tho proposal for further observations on Pmk BoU-Worm, the Committee 
considers that those already recorded are adequate 

Item {ill) IS approved, it hemg understood that this means ohsorvntions and counts 
on the cottons growing in the Cotton Research Botanist’s Section 

Tho Sub Committee has no comments to make on item {iv) As rof'ards item (v). 
this has already been done for Pink Boll-worm both in the Punjab and tho United 
Provinces and work on Spotted BoU-worm mamly seems to bo requuxd 
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Ilcm (ti) — ^The Sub Comnuttoo agrees ns to the importance of observations on the 
frequency of distribution of parasites and some vork on tJio bfe cycle of those not 
pre\nou8h n orked out irould probnbl}'^ bo necessary It does not consider that methods 
of breedmg parasites on a largo scale could be succcssfull3’^ taken up as an item of this 
scheme , this requires special equipment and specinU-\ trained staff 

Puvjab Cotton TT/iitc Fly Scheme (i\'o 37) — ^This scheme, •uhich has non* completed 
its third 3 car, has tn o more 3 cars to run The report shon s that the pest hves on cotton 
from MnV to Scptemlicr, on oiiltnnted n inter crojis from October to rcbmary, and 
on cucurbits, melons and ratoon cotton from Iffnrch to Jla^ The irrigation expenments 
shon that nith increasing nater supph the attack of the jiest becomes less As to 
rontrol measures, a single spra3ing in JUI3 rrhen the jicst nas seicre rvas more effective 
than one in August nlien it had declined and gn%c an increased 3icld of tuo maunds 
per acre 

Jlrlhod of dcJcrmtntny compnraht c tnfrsta'wn dcfcnbrd on page 2 of the progress report 
It does not appear to the Sub Committee to bo the best possible It nould be better 
to take about 100 leaecs at random throughout each plot Results from one or tvro 
parts are not likch to gno reliable figures The figures for the range of vanation in 
the pH of different leaves indicate that this is not north contmuing 

Item 1 on page 1 appears to the Sub Committee to bo too academic , the second item 
IS more important The experiments earned out in caged plants aro on too small a 
scale and a mtieh larger number of plants is noccssar3 in order to obtain rehable results 
The table on jinge 0 docs not shon the effect of White Fly infestation on the 3aL.ld of 
liipa^ nhich is the important point * 

Programme of irorl in 193-1-35 — The Sub Committee considers that item 1 (1) should 
be omitted ns too academic In item 1 (2) it svould bo better to dotermme the effect

Punjab Sprai/nig Trials Scheme (No 38) — Tins is onl3' an interim report Tliree 
different kinds of spmAcrs, nz, the Snpom Spra3er, the Hnrdie PoMer Sprayer, and 
tho Orchard PoMcr Spra3cr Mere tried Tho insecticides used were rosm compomid, 
rosm soap, calcium 03 anide and nicotine sulphate TJiough tho last mentioned siirayer 
proied tile most effective in dcstro3ing tho pest, it was found to bo lery exiionsive 
The Sapom Sprn3er Morking Mitli one nozzle per row of cotton could destroy just over 
70 per cent of the jiest at a cost of Rs 1-5—1 per acre, against Rs 1-9-5 with Hardie 
Spra3’er mIiicIi killed o^o^ S3 per cent of tho pest 

Tlio Sub Committee notes that tho actual 3neld8 on 8pra3'cd and unspra3'ed plots 
have not been stated TJio Sub Committee desires to omphasise the need for full details 
of the 3nelds in tho next report Indmdual yields should be shoMU m order that their 
statistical significance may be ascertained. 

Punjab Pool Pol Scheme (No 39) — The Sub Committee note that as a result of the 
mvestigation, two species of Phizocloma aro regarded as primarily responsible for 
the dcsease, but that tho vigour of attack is increased when certam other organisms 
arc associated with these tMo species of Phizocloma As tho schome has only one more 
year to run, tho Sub-Committco suggest —

Punjab Defibrating and Ddtnting Schmc (No 40). — ^Tho mnclnnes were received only 
rooontly and such tests as have boon done arc not considered to bo of any value. 

Central Provinces Bolanial Scheme (No, 41) — Lnto Vonim and V 431 were subjected 
to aovoro field tests dunng the year under report. Late Verum spins up to JM’s and is 
also the best yioldor of all noiV strains It is o'^pocted t o to\ ( r an area of about 10,000 
acres m the current season. V 434 is next to Lato Verum in yield and spins up to 32'e 
About 2,000 acres are expected to bo sown to this strain during tho current s'-nson 

Work on Bam E.B 31 and Bam 30C rvas contmued. 

A few high yielding white hntod strains have also lioen isolated from Clianda Jan and 
after further tostmg, tho best of them will bo retained for multiplication A few promis 
ing strains of Bun (Qossyptum Jnrsvlum) also have been selected and attention is being 
paid to remedy tho defect of Weak staple. 

United Provinces Entomological Scheme (No 42) — Tlio Director of Agriculture states 
that ho expects this report to bo ready in time for the next mooting of tho Committee 
Tho United Provinces Qovommont me now considenng the jiroposnls for actual control 
measures, financed in part by n cess, proposed by tho Commit t< o uliith they appointed 
to consider tho results obtainoil They ha\o asked tho Committee to assist them in 
preparing public opmion for tho necessary legislation by the loan of tho Publicity Officer. 
The Director of Agriculture oxplamod that the Publicity Oflicer vouhl lie required for 
a fortnight in early September and a fortnight in early October to obtain first 
hand information as to tho way in which tho control measures are working in tho present 
demonstration areas and for a ponod of about threo months dunng tho cold iroathor to 
tour there in tho cotton-growing tracts and to carry on propaganda Tho Suli- 
Committee Wishes to commend this proposal to the careful consideration of the Control 
Cotton Comimttco without committing itself in any way in regard to its attitude 
towards the proposed Pmk Boll-worm Extension Scl'iomo 

Scheme for survey of coUons in Pohillhandand Bunddlhand, United Proiinecs (No 43) — 
The report shows that 1,862 villages out of a total of 2,701, cotton growing villages in 
Budaun, Bareilly and Nami Tal distnots and Rnmpur State were covered durmg tho 
year and over 6,000 samples of cotton were collected and critically cxnmmcd A particu- 
lar type of new plant having tho external characters of 0 ncglcdum roscum with better 
fibre length was noticed throughout tho area surveyed and it -will bo examined for its 
punty 

Institute of Plant Industry, Indore (No. 44) — ^To speed up genetic and plant breeding 
Work on cotton by growmg two generations a year a small green house has IxHin erected 
at the Institute. A considerable quantity of non research equipment has also 
been added Two strams of Malvi cotton have been finally selected ns suitable for distri- 
bution m the Malwa tract As for tho Nimar tract seleotions have been made from desi 
and “ Malan ” cottons to bo tried dunng tho ensumg year A botanical survej' of the 
cotton crops of Malwa and Nimar tracts shows that tho ratios between Mnlvi and roscum 
types m these tracts are as 6 to 1 and 2 to 7 rosjjoctivoly 

' Hyderabad Botanical Research Scheme (No 46) — During tho year under report seven 
pure strams were compared with local mixture Gaoroni Umn Three of these, which 
are supenor to local mixing m fibre length and ginnmg outturn, were also found to be 
definitely supenor to it m yield 

In another set of vanotal tests only Havn-3 proved bettor yioldmg than the control 
(Aurangabad Local) There were also two other comparative tests of other strams to 
select the most smtable strams for tho Qaornni and the non-Gaornni areas, 

186 pure Ime progenies and 203 progemos of now seleotions were oxnmmed In 
addition 100 plants selected this year have been retamed for study m the next season 

Item 2 m the programme of Work should be decided on m consultation with Kai Saheb 
Sawhney on his return, as the Sub-Committee is of opmion that this work would bo too 
much and would necessitate curtailment of programme m other aspects 

Hyderabad Pink and Spotted BoU-toorm Scheme (No 40) — ^Tho Sub Committee 
have tho foUowmg observations to make on the progress report on thin scheme 
There is no need to follow up farther -^e degree of attack m cotton shoots The 
Work on buds has been limited to the experimental farm and tho numbers exammed are 
msuffioient It is necessary to examme buds collected over a much wider area, 
conclusion 2 under this section is thus premature. 
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Open Jlowcri — It is U!incct'’snry to roino\o /lowers from iJio plant's for oxamination 
This can bo eITcclncl;y done in (ho field Flowers from a much svidor area should be 
oxamincd 

Green boIU — Hero also it is necessary to oxamino material from a Wider area and not 
only from an o\ponnieiital farm It is noticed that the incidonco of the posts mereases 
up to Fobriian and Jlarch , (his is unlike the results obtained at CaiVTiporo Tho figures 
prctonled sliou (hat there is a \cry conaidcrablo measure of attack and that Work should 
bo continued and expanded 

IJehnwlc of crop lo'!'! — Itluch more o\(cnsi\o data would bo necessary in order to enable 
a roprc':cn(atn e figure for (he Hyderabad State to bo obtamod but it should be pomted 
out that (ho loss of ] apns is represented not only by tho number of totally nnpiokable 
bolls but b\ damage of locks in lines not totalU iinpickablo and that, tho figures given 
on page 1, the loss of 1 npn‘: uas at least 20 per cent 

Hilicrnniion of PlalycAra — Tins is tho most important part of tho Work and it Was 
ob'-ened that a large jiroportioii of Idlig ejele lanro oceiirrcd Tho question of hibema- 
(loii in (he "^oil should bo tackled at onet, and thoroughly, in order to ascortam ■nhother 
tho csrr\ over from season to season in tho soil would bo sufliciont to defeat practical 
control mea-=urcs consisling of seed treatment plus a close season 

The question of alteniatnc hosts is also important

staff omplojcd on this soliomo is not capable of doing tho M'ork M’hioh is noW considered 
necessary and tho Sub Committee recommends that tho services of Mr, Hangpal, one 
of tho Committee’s employees who is noM' avadablo on tho tormmation of the United 
Provinces Pmk Boll-Worm Scheme, should bo utibscd for tho purpose Tho cost of this 
proposal would bo approximately Rs 7,000 per annum for the two-year period, viz —

The Sub Committee considers that tho critical mformation could be obtained by a fully 
framed and experienced Entomologist m two years The need for this appomtment 
arises from the fact that tho Hyderabad State has no Entomologist on its staff In 
view of the importance of the problem the Co mmi ttee might well bear the cost of this 
Entomologist Tho Sub-Committee does not consider that the Cotton Research Bot^inist 
can be expected to do this work m addition to his oWn, 
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Go ordtnalton of the Hyderabad PtnL and Spoiled Holl-wurm Scheme and the Central 
Provinces and Berar Entomological Scheme — Prfcrence from Special Mcdivg 
of AgrtcuUural Research Sub-Oomnlittcr 

In oonsidonng tho progroBS roporl on tho Hydorabnd Sclicniu, tlio Stib Commitko 
camo to tho conclusion that tho pnncipal nocossity m a fnllv qualified Entomologist 
to carry out research work on tho lines there Rpccificd on Ibnk lioll-worm under black 
sod conditions It is not possible for the Qovomniont Entomologist, Central Provinces, 
to undertake tho supervision of any work ouiflido tho proi inci s but ho is quite cnpablo 
of looking after tho work for winch a grant has been saiu tinned It would however 
bo quite foasiblo for a mutually agreed prognimmo of work on boll-worm in tho Central 
Provinces and in Hyderabad to bo adopted and tho .Sub Committee considers that this 
course should bo followed Tho Director of Agriculture, Central I’rovinces, agrees and 
18 further of tho opinion that tho ajipointmont of an ovpenenccd Iviitomologist for Pink 
BoU-worra work in Hyderabad w'ould definitely bo of assistaneo to the Central Prov inces 
The Sub Committoo considers that this is tho liost method of soctiring the co ordination 
of the two Bclioraos and that it would lead to more ofToctiv'o work although it would not 
reduce tho cost 

Hyderabad Cotton Survey Scheme (No 47) — ^Tlio year under review' is tho third w orking 
year As in previous years, 107 seed samples collected from Milages wore grown on the 
farm for botanical classification Also cultivators’ fields in lOG roproscntativo villages 
were visited for a study of tho botanical spocios and v ariotios grown on them Selections 
of promising individual typos have also been made. 

BiLaner Gang Canal Scheme (No 48) — ^Thc report shows that of all cottons so far 
tested Molhsoni is best suited to tho ngnculturnl conditions obtaining at Ganganagar 
Of the exotic cottons tested 289F seems to be fairly promising Attention is also lieing 
paid to the selection of better strains from Mollisoni 

Baroda Root Rot Scheme (No 49) — This schomo has completed iLs second year 
Cultures from affected roots of cotton have given again the same organisms obtained 
the previous year These were also found in tho roots of other plants suffering from 
similar disease The .Sub Committco notes that here, ns in the Punjab, a species of 
Rhizoctonia is considered tho main cause of tho disease Plants less siiscoptiblc to 
the disease have also been selected 

Burma Colton Improvement Scheme (No 150) — ^Tho rojiort is for its third year of vrork 
18 demonstrators wore at work and demonstrations of improved methods of cultivation 
were conducted on 67 holdings It is stated that the avorngo yield of seed cotton per 
acre on the demonstration lioldmgs was much more than that in tho respective “ Em ns ” 
in which they were located Improved methods were adopted by SS5 cultivators during 
the year under report, and tho total area covered was 19,997 acres 

Tho Sub Committee confirmed the opinion of tho .Special meeting of the Agricultural 
Research Sub Committee (Juno 1934) that tho sclicmo should be contuiucrl till the end 
of its sanctioned period and that no further extension should be granted 

Plant puller propaganda scheme in Sural and Broach Districts (No 74) — Propaganda 
through posters, leaflets and magio lantom lectures was earned out in Broach and Surat 
distncts durmg tho months of March to Juno 1934 In Broach Distnct 3,440 pullers 
and in Surat Distnct 7,161 pullers were purchased by the cultivators 

(2) Seed Dislribulton arid Extension Schemes 

Hubh Scheme (No 61) —-In 1033-34 season 1,266,320 lbs seed sufficient to cover 
about 131,708 acres was distributed m the area served by the Hubh Cotton Sale Society 
besides the 326,446 lbs supphed to other parts of Dharwar distnct and elsewhere The 
Department of Agnculture arranged during the year 24,000 acres of reserved area 

Oadag (Extension) and Gadag (Supplementary) Schemes (No 62) — In 1933-34 the 
Society distnbuted 768,397 lbs pure seed, enough to cover an area of about 75,000 
acres, and the Department of Agnculture organised a seed growing area of about 24,620 
acres. 

Surat Scheme (No 63) — Durmg the year under report, 886,771 lbs of 1027 ALP 
seed were distnbuted in the Surat tract besides the 1,660,980 lbs supphed to adjommg 
Indian States An interesting feature is that 286,000 lbs seed was purchased for sowing 
by the Sonsek Group of Co-operative Societies which had hitherto refused to grow this 
cotton. 
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KliuhdtsJt {BauiUa) tSchcmc (J\o 54) — Tltc '^clicinc is dmclccl into six stages from 
the production of sclfcd seed on nn nrea of Ino nerts to covering tlie ■nliolo Khnndesli 
tract inth pure 'cctl Tlio ‘Jclicnu lias now completed the first four stages The actual 
area sown duniig the a oar vas 12 HOO atrts nnd the total quantity of seed obtained from 
this area was about I 4')0 000 lbs which would be enough for oaer 100,000 acres Pnees 
obtained for Banilla were satisfactori 

The Sub Committee considered that spinning tests on Banilla should be supplied 
along with the Progn s;; Beport as the Committee should keep nn eve on whether the 
cotton has continued to dctcnorate ns in the first ftw jears it was grown 

.4tA'jni Scheme (Xo ol) — From the rest reed nrea of 7,157 acres which was mamtamed 
durmg the rear 20'? 700 lbs of pure sc oil had been obtained at the time of the submission 
of the report But for the damage done bv floods which devastated 4,000 acres the 
programme laid down would hate lacn adliered to ^loro 'ced was expected to be 
purchased and stocked for distribution during the current a car 

Sind Schem {Xo 50) — lliinng the tear under report the w'ork continued on the 
same lines ns in prea lous \car> on both the Bight nnd the I eft Banks of the nver Indus 
On the Right Bank 27 N nnd 11 -OS wen demonstrated at 35 centres and practically 
eaerjwrhere the latter proacd the better aielder of the two The superiority of 4F-9S 
oaer 27 M X and 2S0 I'-l was nl«o proatd In the results obtained from the comparative 
tests of these cottons The piibhcify and propaganda avork of the past 2 to 3 years 
has resulted in nn area of about 1 500 acres being brought under cotton durmg the year 
by zainirdars thcmscha?s 

The results of the compamtne tests earned out on the Left Bank in 22 centres in 
the mam cotton growing areas show that 27 \\ X nnd 2S9F-1 are best suited to Eastern 
Xara and Xawnbshah districts nnd 2S''F and 4F-9S to Southern Jnmrao tract, m 
Hyderabad District 2S5F-2 nnd 2S0F-1 did better than the other two varieties As 
a result of these demonstrations, tlie area under cotton in this tract has mcreased from 
3,000 acres in 1931-12 to 2S,000 in 1033-34 

The Sub Committee is of ojnnion that attempts should be made at ns early a date as 
possible to fix zones for the difFcr«.nt kinds of cottons to be recommended The publicity 
and jiropagandn campaign initiated during the year proied to be very useful and the 
Sub Committee recommends that it should be continued 

Jla-^ra* {Tiruppur) and Co 2 Scheme^ {Xo 57) — In 1932-33, the Department of 
Agriculture organised a seed farm area of nearly 2,000 acres which produced 498,000 lbs 
pure ^eed sufhcient to coier nn nrea of about 20,000 acres 

In 19 53-34, the seed farm area, ns slipidatcd ivas extended to more than 4,000 acres 
which were c\i>ectcd to y leld 10 lakhs pounds of pure seed enough for about 40,000 acres 
The Report contained a considerable amount of extraneous matter not connected wnth 
the scheme and the Sub Committee recommends that these reports should be as coneise 
as possible consistent with clearness Yen httlo idea was given as to what had 
been spent from the funds sanctioned The scheme however worked satisfactorily. 

7/1 Scheme {Xo 5S) — Tlie Department of Agriculture supplied the Guntakal and 
Hagan Co ojAinitne Societies with suflicient pure HI seed for soaring on a controlled area 
of 10,000 acres Of the seed obtained from this area about 1,000,000 lbs have been 
stocked by the two Societies, the rest being left wath the cultivators In addition the 
Department of Agricidture arranged, ns usual, a seed farm area of 2,895 acres under their 
own control and the seed secured from tins area inU be handed oi er to the Societies 

It has been admitted in the Progress Report itself that the scheme generally did not 
work satisfactorily The Sub Committee considers that the scheme as at present exists 
should be closed down nnd a fresh one started if it overcomes aU the difficulties 
encountered m the past season, proposals for which are mentioned in the Report 

Central Frounces {Verum) Scheme {Xo 59) — In 1933-34 season, the Department of 
Agnculture distributed 2,5GS kliandies of pure seed which was enough to sow an area 
of 89,500 acres, nnd sold through pools 5,087 bales of pure Yernm cotton The premium 
obtamed for cotton varied from Rs 24 to Rs 45 on Broach FOR Bombay basis 

3,864 kliandies of Ycrum 262 seed and 181 khandies of Late Yerum, Y. 434 and Bam 
seed have been stocked for distribution in 1934-35 season 

The working of the scheme was \ery satisfactory and the Sub-Committee recommends 
that it should be combmed with the new Extension Scheme already sanctioned as 
suggested by the Director of Agriculture (Subject 87}

35 The Sub-Committee as decided by the full Committee at its meetmg m Fehruaty 
1933 sanctioned a sum of Rs 1,000 required for expenditure dunng the current financial 
year on the travelhng allowance of the Ofiicer in charge of the Rohilkhand and Bundel- 
khand Cotton Survey Scheme, Umted Provinces, subject to reconsideration of this item 
as soon as the orders of the Government of India on the status of the Committee’s servants 
were received 

36 While considermg the Progress Report on the Smd Physiological Research Scheme, 
the Committee at ite meetmg held m August 1933 desired to draw the attention of the 
Bombay Government to the fact that considerably more land was required for the field 
experiments now bemg conducted by the Physiological Section at Sakrand The Sub- 
Committee considered the proposal of the Chief Agricultural Officer m Smd for additional 
expenditure durmg the current year of Rs 1,550 for the lease, development and cultiva- 
tion of the newly leased land as recommended by the Committee and decided that, m 
view of the accepted pohey of the Committee not to provide land or buildings, the Cluef 
Agncultural Officer m Smd should be requested to approach the Government of Bombay 
for the lease and development of the land and that, in the meanwhile, he might be
